however, undoubtedly responsible in the fullest sense for 
whatever difficulties or complications may ensue consequent 
on Admiral Kuper’s inability to complete, in an efficient 
manner, the foperations he commenced against the bat- 
teries of the Prince of Satsuma. ‘That officer, I have 
no hesitation in saying, is Major-General Brown, command- 
ing the forces in China, an exceedingly eccentric per- 
son, that all accounts concur in representing as being totally 
unfit for the important post that, through some singular over- 
sight at home, he appears to have been eclected to fill. His 
conduct in respect to Japan has been so directly opposed to the 
rules of action which are supposed to guide officers holding 
trusts, such as his, under Government, that we cannot suppose 
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Cowles, Mr. E,W. Ruddock, Miss Sandys, Miss Hast” 
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ings relative to the Japan question. 

On the 12th of May last, in consequence of the refusal of the 
Japanese Government to pay the indemnity of £100,000 do- 
manded by Her Majesty's Government for the attacks on the 
rr. | Legation at Yodo, and owing to the alarming aspect of affairs 
in and around Yokohama, where a large amount of British pro- 
perty and life was at stake, Colonel Neale determined to apply 
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to General Brown for troops, a proposition supported by Ad- 
amiral Kuper, who immediately sent H.M.’s Racehorse to Shan- 
ghai with Colonel Neale’s most judicious request—a request, we 
may add, that while he felt it was a necessary onc, he also felt it 
& most reasonable one, inasmuch as news had just reached Japan 
that the authorities at Shanghai were advertising for transport to 
* convey a battery of artillery and the 31st Begiment to England, 
and the 5th Bombay Native Infantry to India. The Racehorse 
proceeded to Shanghai, and returned immediately with an un- 
satisfactory reply from General Brown. ‘The senior naval 
Officer, however, at Shanghai, Captain Strode, of H.M.’s Vulcan, 
with a discretion and judgment which was absent in the 
Commander of the Forces, immediately stopped the pro- 
parations which were in course for the provision of transport 
to remove the troops for China, He also oquipped and pro- 
visioned his ship, and intimated to General Brown that he was 
prepared, in twenty-four hours, to convey 1,000 men to Japan. 
‘The application for troops met with the most open and public 
ridicule from General Brown, and the most lavish abuse—in 
the most objectionable of language—was, in the open streets 
and at private tables, lavished by him on Captain Strode for 
the obstructions which he was offering in furthering his desire 
of hurrying the troops off to England and India. Suffice it 
to say that, in consequence of Colonel Neale’s request not 
having been responded to, the protection of the ;British 
community at Yokohama was undertaken by the French 
Admiral (Jaurez), who, without hesitation or delay, sent over 
to Shanghai, and directed every available French soldier to be 
embarked forthwith for Yokohama. This was done, ‘and when 
threo hundred of tho Algerine Light Infantry arriving 
the community were at once re-assured, and all idea for the 
time given up of abandoning the settlement, as the gallant 
Admiral Jaurez came forward and undertook to hold himself 
responsible for their defence. The reader will naturally ask 
where the British Admiral was ; he was lying with his fleet 
in the anchorage, and had intimated to the community his in- 
ability to undertake their defence on shore, and recommended. 
them to remove themsclves and property to ship board. Thus 
has been brought about a vast preponderance of French in- 
fluence locally, in consequence of the withholding of troops 
from Shanghai. There is no doubt that Admiral Kuper was fully 
justified in declining to land his crews, because he could not 
have kept his fiect in a state to undertake naval operations 
had circumstances rendered such necessary at the time, had he 
committed himself to the shore defvuce of Yokohama To 
Admiral Jaurez, therefore, a deep debt of gratitude is due by the 
British mercantile community of this place, because there is no 
doubt but that for him, on thereturn of the Racehorse with General 
Brown's refusal to give troops, the settlement would have been 
abandoned by the foreign residents, so menacing had the aspect 
of affairs become. While the necessity for troops here con- 
tinues most pressing, General Brown at Shanghai brought the 
pressure of his superior position to bear on Captain Strode, and 
insisted on transport being taken up without the least delay, 
80 as to get the troops beyond the reach of Japan. His orders 
were carried out, and the battery of artillery and the Bombay 
Regiment were got off. Before, however, the 31st Regiment 
could be got out of Shanghai, the necessity for a British mili- 
tary force here, however small, had become even greater than 
formerly, and carly in July the Admiral despatched H.M.S. 
Centaur to Shanghai, with a second request that General Brown 
would send over whatever troops he could without reference to 
number. At the very period that thedespatch wasdelivered to him 
by Capt. Creasy of the Centaur, tho left wing of the 31st Regt. 
was lying at anchor on board a sailing transport in the Yang- 
tse-kiang, waiting for a fair wind, and the head-quarter wing of 
the same regiment was still in Shanghai. General Brown, witha 
pertinacity amounting to monomania, continued to refuse the aid 
of a single soldier, directed the embarkation of tho remainder 
of the 31st to be carried out without delay, and apparently with 
the view of removing himself further from Japan, immediately 
took his departure for Hong Kong. 
THE INDEMNITY FOR MR. RICHARDSON. 

Thus matters stood here at the beginning of July ; every 
Prospect of trouble with the Tycoon’s Government, and no 
hopes of any support from our military resources in Chins. 
Fortunately at this juncture, owing chiefly to the tact and 
judgment displayed by Coloncl Neale, the Tycoon’s Govern- 
ment paid the indemnity money of £100,000, but, at the same 
time, served a notice on the foreign Ministers, that in conformity 
‘with instructions from the Mikado, or Spiritual Emperor, all fo- 











=== 
reigners must forthwith leave Japan. This notice, however, 
was qualified by a private communication from the Ministers 
of the Tycoon that they had no resource but to serve thig 
notice, but that they neither wished nor expected it to be 
acted on, The Mikado, we may remark, ig a sort of Pope, 
exercising spiritual authority over the Tycoon. He is in the 
hands, at present, of the Prince of Mito, who has gained his 
ear through money. The Prince of Mito is an enemy of the 
Tycoon, and as a means of dethroning him is anxious to em- 
broil him with foreigners; hence Mito is actively engaged. 
bringing all his influence with the Mikado to bear to issue 
edicts hostile to foreign intercourse, and especially to those 
Powers that the Tycoon has entered into treaty rela- 
tions with, The serving of this edict occurring coeval 
with acts of hostility by the Prince of Negato at the 
entrance to the inland sea, naturally led to an absence 
of all feeling of real security, notwithstanding the friendly 
professions of the Tycoon’s Government, and interfered 

with the remaining portion of the demands of her Majesty’s 

Government being carried out with that celerity which at this 

particular juncture was desirable. These demands referred to 

the Prince of Satsuma, and embraced the public execution of 
the murderer of Mr. Richardson, and the payment of £25,000 

indemnity money for his relatives, and for those who were 

wounded with him. In consequence of the refusal of General 

Brown to furnish troops for the protection of the community on 

shore, Admiral Kuper did not feel himself justifiod in leaving 

the anchorage of Yokohama. Pressure, however, was brought to 

bear upon him early this month by Colonel Neale, who was 
naturally anxious that the demands on the Prince of Satsuma 

should at least be presented to him in conformity with the in- 

structions from home, at his town of Kagosima, and as the 
French Admiral and a considerable fleet of war vessels of various 

nations was in the anchorage, no danger was apprehended 

for this place. It was therefore determined that the Admiral, 

with a portion of his fleet, should proceed to Kagosima, Colonel 

Neale with his Legation proceeding with it, so that no delay in 

negotiations should occur, p 

FAILURE OF OUR ATTACK ON KAGOSIMA, 

On the 6th of August, a squadron, consisting of the Zuryalus, 
Pearl, Persous, Coquette, Racehorse, Argus, and Havoc, left this 
anchorage, under the command of Admiral Kuper, Colonel Neale 
being ,with him in the Zuryalus. Tho squadron anchored 
off Kagosima on the 12th. Officials camo off to demand our 
business. The letter containing the demands was sent on 
shore, and twenty-four hours given them to reply. In the 
afternoon they came off again to say that it was impossible to 
get the Prince of Satsuma’s answer in that time, as he was 
at ao place sixty miles distant. Colonel Neale then ex- 
tended the period six hours, On the evening of the 13th 
the answer came off, but as it was in Japanese no reply 
could be given until the following day, as the document 
required translation, On the 14th, the document being found 
to be evasive and unsatisfactory, the matter was placed in the 
Aduiral’s hands by Colonel Neale. The day was occupied re 
connoitring the bay, and three of Satsuma's steamers, recently 
purchased by him from British merchants, were discovered 
lying apparently hidden in a small bay. The following day the 
Admiral sent the Pearl, Argus, Coquette, and Racehorse, under 
the command of Captain Borlaso, of the former ship, to capture 
the three steamers ; this was done, and they were brought to 
the anchorage. They were found to be the Sir George Grey, 
the England, and the Contest, The Admiral now waited to 
see what steps Satsuma would adopt, and in the course of 
three hours all doubt was removed by the batteries on shore 
opening a heavy fire on the squadron. The signal was imme- 
diately made to burn the three prize steamers, which was 
speedily carried out ; the squadron then went into action, and 
engaged the batteries, the Euryalus leading and receiving for 
some minutes the almost concentrated fire. The batteries 
were not silenced until the afternoon, by which time the town 
was in flames. The casualties in the squadron amounted to 
63, 13 being killed and 50 wounded; amongst the former 
Captain Josling, the flag captain, and Captain Wilmot, come 
mander of the Euryalus, ‘They were both killed by the same 
ball ; both their skulls being shattered by a round shot, which 
took them while they were standing on the bridge. The 
Admiral was with them, and narrowly escaped sharing 
in their melancholy fate. The {next day (the 16th) some 
of the batteries having reopened fire, the squadron again engaged 
them until they were silenced, On the 17th the squadron got 
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under weigh, and sailed for this place, where it is now once more 
at anchor. What the ulterior proceedings in respect to Satsuma 
will be we are unable to say. The Admiral, in consequence of 
having no troops to form # landing party, has been unable to 
destroy Satsuma’s guns, and as it is considered indispensable 
‘that these guns should be destroyed, and as no troops can be 
got out of Major-General Brown, we understand that the present 
mail takes home an application from Colonel Neale for 1,000 
marines, to enable the Admiral to complete his operations. 
Thus, through the folly and incompetency of a general officer 
commanding in China, has the prestige of British arms been 
seriously damaged in Japan, on the very first occasion that 
thoy have been called on to make active hostilities. We 
attacked a town from the sea, burned and destroyed property, 
but did not venture on shore to destroy their means of defence. 
This no people will be more readily sensible of than the Japanese. 

‘That there is any necessity for an expedition being sent out, 
either from India or England, I neither think it desirable nor 
necessary. All that is wanted is a sufficient number of soldiers 
or marines to form landing parties, where such may be neces- 
sary, in chastising hostile or troublesome Daimios from the sea. 
That the Tycoon’s Government is desirous of peaceful relations 
with us there is little reason to doubt, and it is possible that 
the severe lesson which Satsuma has received may have a 
salutary influence over other Daimios—such as the Prince of 
Negato—who have been taking an active part against forcigners. 

WHY MR. RICHARDSON WAS KILLED. 
f One cannot but regret, when such valuable lives as those 
of Captains Josling and Wilmot, with eleven British scamen, 
have been sacrificed; also 180,000 harmless people burned 
out of house and home in Kagosima, that the cause should have 
originated in the arrogance and disregard for national customs 
ofa party of our own countrymen, who we may say deliberately 
rushed on their own destruction. The Japanese authoritics 
intimated that it was desirable that foreigners should not be 
riding on the Tokaido, or great public road, on the 15th of 
September last, because it was probable that Daimios with 
their hosts of feudal retainers unaccustomed to the sight of 
foreigners would be travelling on it. This was notified to the 
community. On the evening of the 14th, Mr. Richardson, a 
young man proceeding home from China with a fortune, was 
visiting Japan on the way. That same evening he had in- 
tended returning to Shanghai, by H.M.’s depatch boat Renard. 
‘At the request of Mrs, Borrodaile, a Hong Kong merchant's 
wifo, also a visitor to Japan, he prolonged his stay, and accom- 
panied her, Messrs, Marshall and Clarke, on their injudicious 
ride to the Tokaido that evening. They met fora considerable 
extent of the road Daimios retainers, and common sense ought 
to have dictated to them to return, as they kuew perfectly 
that they must shortly come in contact with a Daimio himself, 
which they did, namely, Shimadzoo Sabura, the father of the 
Prince of Satsuma, and which, unfortunately, occurred at a 
point of the Tokaido where it is suddenly narrow ; here the 
mounted party came in direct collision with the Daimio him- 
self, and in place of getting off the road, which they could have 
done with the greatest ease, they remained upon it, drawing to 
one side only. They were then attacked, when they immediately 
got off the road, but by this time the fatal blows had been re- 
ceived by Richardson, That any blows were aimed at Mrs. 
Borrodaile the Japanese deny ; they never strike at women with 
cutting instruments, and facts tend to support their statement, 
“inasmuch as Mrs. Borrodaile’s hat, as stated, was not cut in two, 
but picked up entire, having been lost by her in her flight. 
The story about her riding into the sea, preferring drowning to 
murder, is in advance of the fact ; her pony took her through a 
swamp on his way to regain the road, 
YOKOHAMA, 

Dates are to the 27th of August. The flect engaged at Ka. 
gosima had partly returned, and all was quiet, The details of 
the attack on Kagosima will be found in another column. 

The case of assault between a Japanese officer, Messrs, E. R. 
Davies, R. B. Davies, and Thomas Tatham will be tried before 
the Consul, The above-named Europeans first made the com- 
Plaint against the Japanese, thus constituting themselves the 
Complainants, but Mr. Winchester has in preference received the 
Complaint from the Japanese against them, and bound them 
over to appear within five weeks to auswer the charge.

still remains or still appears to remain friendly towards the 
foreigners. A severe typhoon passed over Nagasaki on Sunday 
the 16th August. The barometer fell during Saturday to 29°45, 
very gloomy, heavy weather prevailing ; and at midnight the 
gale commenced with hard squalls and rains from 6 to 10 a.M. 
The squalls were very severe, the rain and spray driving across 
the harbour in a perfect foam ; while most of the vessels were 
driven from their moorings The barque John and Mary drove 
foul of the ss. Chusan, but after both ships had sustained some 
slight damage they were lashed together. At 9 a.xt.the schooner 
Josephine drove across the bows of the Chusan, carrying away her 
maiu-boom, cutting down the bulwarks and severely scraping her 
main-mast. She afterwards fell across the bows of the John 
and Mary, carrying away her jibboom. H.MS. Rattler, after 
much trouble, veered away cable and sent a hawser to tow tho 
schooner clear. H.MSS. Rattler and Leopard, the P. & 0.8. 
Granada and Chusan were under steam all day. A Dutch brig 
lost two men overboard, and a lighter alongside of her was 
swamped with a valuable cargo on board. At noon, the wea- 
ther moderated, and in the evening the men-of-war weighed and 
shifted farther down the harbour. At 7 P.M. the weather bad 
so far cleared that the Granada was able to procced to sca; 
outside she experienced a fresh breeze with heavy sea till day- 
light, after which the sea began to moderate. The lowest 
point of the barometer was 29.30; the squalls veered from 
SS.E. to S.WV,, moderating at the latter point, With the ex 
ception of one hong blown down completely, only slight damage 
was done ashore. 

The Prince of Choseu is said to have taken forcible possession 
of the forts to the south of the Straits of Simonasaki. ‘These 
are in the province of the Prince of Kokura, The Vice-Governor 
of Nagasaki went to enquire into the affair, but up to the de- 
parture of the /aitler, 28th August, no intelligenge as to the 
result had been received. 

It is announced that Mr. G. S. Morrison, the Consul, has de 
serted his post, and is now on his way to England, 


THE ENGAGEMENT AT KAGOSIMA. 

The following account of the circumstances preceding tho 
British attack on the Kagosima batteries we take fiom the 
Japan Herald :— 

“The Argus and the Havoc, both of which were cngazed on 
the occasion, come into port this morning (August 22.) Wo 
have awaited the hourly-expected arrival of the flag ship, in 
the hopes to be able to place before our readers official in- 
formation of the affair, but, as curiosity is so generally awakened 
as to the real particulars, we give the following, which, although 
not official, may be regarded as authentic :— 

“The fleet, consisting of the Eryalus, 35, Admiral Kuper’s 
flag ship ; Pearl, 21; Argus, 6; Perseus, 17; Coquette, 4; 
Racehorse, 4; and Havoc, 2, which left here on the 6th, entered 
Kagosima Bay on the afternoon of Tuesday, the 11th. ‘The bay 
is described as forming a very splendid harbour, and is swr- 
rounded by that lofty and picturesque scenery so graphically 
described by Osborn and others, and by some its defences would 
be considered next to impregnable. ‘The fect was anchored same 
distance from Kagosima, a city of vast extent, said to contain 
180,000 inhabitants, and having its factories, warchouses, &c, 
on a most extensive scale. On the 12th the fleet moved up, 
and anchored opposite the town in 20 fathoms water, about 
1,200 yards from the batteries, which extend along the whole 
of the town front—say about two miles from the extreme south 
to the extreme north. At six A.M., several of Satsuma’s hi) 
officers went on board the flag-ship. It was observed by many 
that their demeanour was far from that courteous and con- 
ciliatory kind we are accustomed to ; indeed that there was an 
amount of swaggering and bullying about their manner, remind- 
ing one of the looks of a caged tiger when his human tutor 
enters at the door, whip in hand. Colonel Neale had, it was clear, 
need before him for the exercise of all his patience and watch- 
fulness, and some then began to foresee the necessity for the 
firm application of the iron lash. They said that Satsuma was 
not now at Kagosima, but at Kirisimi ; they received the letter 
of demands, and having been told that the reply was expceted 
in 24 hours they took thcir departure. 

“On the following day all was quiet on board the flcct, 
Colonel Neale being busily engaged in diplomatic negotiations. 
His recently tested and proved forbearance had to cudure 
another trial; the Yakouins were constantly running backwards 
and forwards, always bringing with them some evasive reply, 
and leaving without any definite conclusion, 

% On the afternoon of the 13th, the allotted time having long 
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expired, an officer arrived, who said he had brought a letter of 
reply, but since he had left the shorea messenger had been sent 
after him to recall it, ‘as there was a mistake in it.’ It could 
not be extracted from him, and ho left, saying that another 
should be sent immediately. None arrived until at nine 
o'clock that night, when one of a most important character 
was sent. This document we hope to place before our readers 

fo re long. . 

,_‘* Still Colonel Neale was patient. On the 14th, about nine 
o'clock, two officials went on board, saying they had been sent 
for- a receipt for tho reply. They then stated that when at 
Kioto, Stotsbashi (the Vice Tycoon) and two members of the 
Gorogio had most distinctly ordered Shimadzo Saburo that 
Satsuma was not to take any steps in respect to the murder of 
the foreigner by his retainers, and that the Tycoon’s government 
would settle all the matter themselves. They pretended that it 
was believed that the whole matter was settled at Yedo ; that 
they had heard nothing from Yedo on the subject, and could not 
at first imagine what could have brought the fleet to Satsuma; 
and asserted that, according to Japanese law and custom, 
Satsuma had no power to settle the affair himself, either by 
acceding to or refusing the demands of the British.” 

‘The Japan Commercial News gives the following as the pur- 
port of the letter written by Satsuma’s ministers :— 

«* His August Master, previous to the arrival of the British fleet before 
Kagrosima, had no intimation given him by the Tycoon’s Government as 
40 the demands which Great Britain was about to make upon him. That 
sin regard to any money demands, the minister must address himself to the 
Government at Yedo, as he (Satsuma) could not decide on such « question 

_ a8 that, without the sanetion of the Tycoon's ministers. That according to 
the Jaws and customs of Japan he had done no wrong whatever. That, in 
- regard to the murder of Mr. Richardson on the Tokaido, he knew it to be 
a fact, but denied that Shimadzoo Saboro bad any hand whatever in the 
. matter; that the man who causelessly murders another in Japan is 
.. amenable to punishment of the severest kind, and that, in this instance, he 
had endeavoured to find the murderers, but for so far, they had evaded his 
authority. That if he had a mind to deceive the foreigners he could in an 
sinstant take some condemned criminals out of prison and hand them over 
to the Admiral as being the murderers of Mr. Richardson ; but this de- 
ception his honour id not permit to be practised. That he was not 
- boumd by the Treaties of the Tycoon with foreigners. That those 
+ treaties were contrary to the time-honoured laws of Gongen Sama. That 
sthe Tycoon alone was answerable in this case, as had tted 
foreigners to come into Japan contrary to law and custom, and granted 
them liberties whi ited them to interrupt and impede the move- 
‘ments of Sapanene piace on the high roads. at if this were permitted 
to continue, it toon be impossible for « Japanese Prince to travel 
through the country. That the attack on Mr. Richardson's party 
contrary to the laws of Japan, and that, therefore his master ( 
done mo wrong, and that under no circumstances could he or 
comply with any of the demands made by Great Britain.” 
‘he attack of the British fleet and the results are thus de-

All the 
batteries (10) were then engaged by the ships at point blank 
range, at from 400 to 800 yards respectively (the Euryalus 
was within 200 yards), commencing with the northernmost, 
and passing down the entire line. About dusk the town wag 
fired in several parts by our shells, and three of the forts 
silenced. All the ships then returned to their anchorage saye 
the Racehorse, which had got ashore within 200 yards of the 
nearest battery, of which accideut she availed hyreelf in true 
British style to pour her metal into it until it was effectually 
silenced. The Argus was sent to bring her off, which she ac- 
complished after about an hour's delay, during the whole of 
which time she was under fire from one or other of the batteries, 

This was Saturday, the 15th, during the whole of which day 
it had been raining and blowing fiercely. The loss on this day 
tous was 11 killed and 39 wounded; amongst the former 
there will be general regret that we have to name Captain Jos- 
ling, of the flag-ship, an officer esteemed and respected by all 
who knew him ; in ordinary times mild and gentle, but when 
the lion was aroused within him he was bold and daring: a 
true type of a British officer. Commander Edward Wilmot 
(late of the Agamemnon), of whose character all speak 
in the like glowing terms, met a glorious death by the same 
shot. Both were standing on the bridge of the flag-ship about 
the middle of the engagement (3.30), when a shot passed 
through the boat and struck them both instantaneously into 
eternity, The Admiral escaped death by the same shot in a 
wonderful manner ; both he and the master were standing on 
the narrow bridge when the captain fell. 

“ About nine o'clock the whole of one side of the town was 
lazing. 

“The following day (Sunday) the weather cleared up, the 
dead (two officers and seven seamen) were consigned to their 
sailors’ grave in Euryalus Bay at eleven o'clock, and the fleet 
stood out, passing closo to the batteries on the island, which it 
engaged the whole way. 

“The destruction accomplished by the fleet appears to have 
beon enormous. 

“There can be no doubt that the whole city is now one mass 
of ruins, including the palace, the factories, and the arsenal and 
warehouses. The batteries have also been seriously damaged. 
Not one of them which had been engaged during the first day 
fired a shot on the second day as the fleet passed out. 

“The three destroyed ships alone have cost Satsuma 245,000 
dols., upwards of half of which he has paid very recently. Se- 
veral large junks also were destroyed. The Japanese are said 
to have stood well to their guns, so long as the play was at 
long range, but seemed somewhat taken aback when our ships 
came to such close quarters. 

“Their metal appears to have consisted of 13-inch and 8- 
inch shells; four 150-pounders, ten 80-pounders, and the re- 
mainder 32-pounders, &c. 

“Tt will take some time to bring out all the little interesting 
episodes of the affair, but we havo already heard of some sur- 
prising instances of pluck, and mavy more of the good practice 
of our guns. 

“ Considering the close firing, a8 we have said in some cases 
only 200 yards, the amount of damage done to our ships is 
wonderfully small. The Euryalus, of course, suffered most, and 
her damage appears to have been principally in her boats and

St the list of casualties is—Euryalus, 10 killed, 21 wounded ; 
Pearl, 7 wounded; Argus, 6. wounded ; Coquette, 2 killed, 4 
wounded ; Racehorse, 3 wounded ; Perseus, 1 killed, 9 wounded. 

“We had nearly omitted to mention that several most pres- 
sing invitations were sent to Colonel Neale to attend with as 
many of his suite as he chose on shore, at a conference, in a 
place prepared to receive them—8 courtesy declined with 
thanks, 


“Tt is useless to attempt to speculate at present what will 
be the next steps taken to bring this haughty Prince to 
reason. 

“The description of ammunition used by Satsuma’s forts 
must have been of a superior description. The quantity ex- 
pended by us was considerable, and as matters have evidently 
not come to a conclusion, we may Congratulate ourselves that 
a large further supply has arrived in the Cormorant and Ba- 
Tossa.”

‘The dates are to the 3rd of September, The London mails 
of July 10 arrived on the 24th of August. ‘The weather was 
unseasonably warm. Thermometer 80 to 90 deg., and cholera 
had reappeared. 

Commodore Sherard Osborn bad arrived in the Peking. 
His flag vessel, the Keangsoo, was daily expected. It was 
supposed that his first operations would be in concert with 
Colonel Gurdon. 

The reward offered for Burgevine has given rise to the 


following correspondence :— 
“To His Excettercy Ler, Furas, &c. 
Shanghai, August 20, 1863. 

“ Sin, —The undersigned consuls of treaty and non-treaty powers have 
perused with surprise a notification appearing in the publie prints, to the 
effect that pour exeelleney would reward any person procuring the delivery 
to of you the body of General Burgevine, dead or alive, to the amount of 
3,000 taels. 

“The undersigned see in this proposition a direct disregard of treaty 
stipulations. 

“ The undersigned are aware that according to American law the act of 
General Burgevine in taking up arms for the insurgents is an offence than 
which none could be greater, but they are also aware that the punishment 
therefor, as provided in the’ American treaty (A), and similarly in all 
others, can only be inflicted by the representative of his own Government ; 
and, further, that were there no treaties in existence, he ought only to be 
punished according to the rules of civilised warfare. 

“The undersigned are saying, that as regards General 
Burgevine, the utmost extent to which you may go is to procure his ar- 
rest, and this is true of the subjects of all treaty powers. ‘ 

« We, therefore, respectfully request and demand that your notification 
shall be withdrawn or modified accordingly. 

“The undersigned are agreed further in representing that any course 
of action towards the subject of non-treaty powers, which does not grant 
them when taken in arms the usual privileges of prisoners of war, will go 
far to alienate from your cause the sympathies of all the Western nation: 

To this document the Futae returned a speedy reply. The following 
is the reply addressed by the Imperial Commissioner to the despatch from 
Mr. Consul Seward :— 

“'« Lex, Furaz, TO THE AMERICAN CoNnsUL. 

“On the 22d instant I received your communication to the effect that 
a notice has appeared in the newspapers, offering a reward for the capture 
Of Burgevine, Tend or alive, and further to the effect that I have forgotten 
the treaty, and requesting me to withdraw the proclamation, &c. 

“Tn reply, I obserse that Burgevine has been invested with Chinese 
official rank, and has been employed as a military leader on behalf of the 

Chinese Government ; and having violated Chinese law, it is right that he 
should suffer the penalty attached by China to the crime. His case 
differs entirely from that of ordi offenders of your honourable nation, 
who are to be handed over for punishment to their consul. In fact, when 
foreigners become invested with Chinese official rank, and violate the laws 
within the limits of Chinese territory, by whom are they to be judged 2 
‘The treaty contains no provision whatever on this point. How, then, can 
it be said that I am oblivious of the treaty ? 

_.“* Moreover, the crime committed by Burgevine is not one with which 
other offences can be brought in comparison, Having already received 
rank as a superior officer of the third grade, (o strike an official and to 
disobey the orders of those in authority, are in themselves a crime beyond 
excuse ; yet the Board of Foreign Affairs and myself, from regard for 
the feeling of your honourable nation, ‘refrained from pressing the 
matter.  Burgevine has now, however, audaciously passed over 
to join the rebels at Soochow, and appears as the foe alike 
of China and of the forces of the several powers engaged 
in the protection of Shangbai. Thus Burgevine, having become one of 
the banditti cannot be accounted a citizen of your honourable nation ; but 
if he still be accounted as mich, it is certainly the consul’s duty to have 
restrained him betimes, and to have adopted measures of precaution. 
How that he has been allowed to join with banditti? Furthermore, 
upposing tht a Chinese subject were to become naturalised in your 
honourable country, and after receiving marks of favour from the Govern- 
ent, were of a sudden to turn rebel, would no notice of him be taken 


















by your le Government? or could China endeavour to shield 
him with protection ? 
“The principles of reason are the same, whether in China or with 


foreign nations, and it is duty as consul to assist me in capturin; 

Burgevine, and bringing Bim to ‘astice, in fulfilment of the obli ria ‘o 
amity and good-will ; no principle existe which would justify his being 
suffered to join the rebels, or actually favoured with protection and support. 
‘As Governor, invested with supreme military authority in the province of 
Kiang-su, Iam doing no more than arresting a rebel within the limits 
Burgeo risdiction, in taking measures, as at present, for the seizure of 
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“ Your dispatch ,itself asserts that the consuls representing all the 
diferent powers agreed in saying that I, as Governor, am empowered to 
arrest Burgevine; and my proclamation was directed to no other end. 
Not a word is contained therein'respecting any ulterior punishment. You 
spar to have attached a mistaken interpretation to the words ‘dead or 
alive,’ and to have supposed me desirous of inflicting the penalty of death. 
I now distinctly state in reply that the expression ‘dead or alive’ con- 
tained in the proclamation Tefers to the apprehension that on Burgevine’s 
capture it cannot be’ certain that resistance will not] be offered, and 
firearms be used; in {the fray, resulting in Burgevine'’s death, whilst I 
should not, on this account, be justified in withdrawing the reward offered 
by proclamation, 

“At the present moment the consuls of all the treaty powers are ready 
to assist me iu protecting this place, in order that security may be afforded 
to the trade of all nations; and in seizing Burgevine I am actuated by no 
other motive than that of ensuring the safety of the country and of the 
respectable mercantile community ; an undertaking which is surely one of 
complete humanity and justice. 

“ Foreign nations are all thoroughly aetuated by principles of reason, 
and there is assuredlyno danger of their becomingestranged on this account. 
‘The consul may therefore set his mind at rest. There is nothing extraordi- 
nary in the proclamation, and it is needless therefore, to withdraw it, The 
consul is requested to take note hereof.” 

The programme of the races to come off on the 11th and 


12th November promises good sport. 

Of the movements of the Anglo-Chinese forces we find the 
following accounts in the North China Heral! :— 

“Major Gordon still remains at Quinsav, and for the present: 
confines his attention to harassing the country round Soochow, 
so as if possible to cut off all supplies. We regret to have to 
announce the death, from dysentery, of Major Loudon, who for 
some months has commanded the Rifle Battalion of the Quin- 
san force. He was slightly wounded, we believe, in a recent 
skirmish with the rebels, and gradually sank from loss of 
strength. 

“To prosecuting the campaign against the rebels, Major Gor- 
don is likely to mect with very valuable assistance from the 
Sungkong force, recently organised by Doctor Macartney 
(late 99th Regiment). The following account of the attack 
on Fung-ching, sent to us by an eye-witness, seems to us 
to warrant the most sanguine expectations as to the ulti- 
mate success of Dr. Macartney and his troops :— 

“¢On Sunday, the 23rd August, Dr. Macartney marched with 
seven hundred men out of Sung-kong, and arrived on the 25th 
at a small village within five li of Fung-ching. Here he was 
joined by a force of Imperialists from Kin-san-wei, As soon as 
the Imperialists arrived on the ground, they commenced to en- 
trench themselves, and in an incredibly short space of time had 
thrown up earthworks. Before these defences were completed, 
the rebels sallied out and attacked them, but were driven back 
with considerable loss. On the following morning, Dr. Macartney 
moved up to within three hundred yards of the place, and 
opened fire with six twelve-pounder howitzers, and five mortars 
Fung-ching is a town larger than Kahding, although surrounded 
solely by the walls and stockades thrown up by the rebels, 
The creeks surrounding it are extremely complicated, and the 
greatest possible advantage bas been taken of this fact by the 
Chang-mao engineers. The other defences consisted princi- 
pally of two ditches surrounding two stone-walled camps, inside 
which there was much woodwork, barricades, &c. Iowever, 
after two hours’ steady fighting, a breach was made, and the 
boats moving up at the same time, formed bridges over the two 
ditches. Here the Imperialists showed their pluck in a 
most remarkable manner. Many of them, too eager to get 
into the place to wait for the boats, swam the creeks and 
eutered. Just as an entry was effected the camp, which had 
been most shelled, blazed up, the woodwork having been set on - 
fire, and the foremost ranks were, in consequence, driven back 
upon the rear, A slight unsteadiness, caused by a rumour 
that the retreat of the men first in was caused by the retura .f 
of the Chang-maos, was easily remedied, and tho place was, in 
a few moments more, fully in the possession of the Imperiali sts. 
Fung-Ching will be found on the map of North-East China, 
published by tho hydrographic office. It is there marked 
Fong-kyangehin, The importance of the position is manifest, 
as, being held by the Imperialists, it will jinterfere seriously 
with the transmission of supplies to Kah-hsing. This victory 
is more especially important as it was gained by troops | 
who, since being subjected to English discipline under Dr, 
Macartney, had never been in action. It was also the first 
occasion upon which the shot and shell manufactured at tho 
Sungkong arsenal had been tested against an enemy.” 

HLM.’s steamer JRatiler left for Yokohama, loaded with 
relays of powder, ammunition, &., for the fleet. The Consul 
has issued an acting extract of a despatch received from the 
Honourable Sir F, W. A. Bruce for general information.—z,, 
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«Ihave to instruct you, therefore, to inform the British con:munity that 
weasels under the British flag are not entitled to communicate with Nan- 
woe or to anchor in face of the city, or within such a distance of the

The following items are from the Friend of China :-— 

‘Mr. Consul Markham has discharged from the gaol some 15 
of the men arrested a little while ago ona charge of being 
about to join Burgevine. The charges would not hold water, 
‘wo suppose, while the cost of feeding and looking after the 
Prisoners must have been something serious. 

“(As notified by somo of our correspondents on several 
occasions, the Chinese denizens of Shanghai will persist in the 
pernicious practice of leaving coffins, with dead bodies in them, 
in suburban fields. Particularly in the region of that section 
of Mr. Chaloner Alabaster’s property occupied by the Cart and 
Horse Joint-Stock Company as stables and head-quarters of 
the Ka-ting (appropriate term for the Carting Co.) do they 
a@elight in depositing the foul effluvium yielding cases; and it 
Strikes us that it would be well for the Municipal Council to detach 
s@oonstable for that beat whose duty it should more especially 
be to look out for these nocturnal body depositors, If we 
ould only catch one man in the act, the best way to stop the 
nuisance would be to erect a cross on the road side, and lash 
Ahis arms to it spread-eagle fashion, We need not follow Chinese 
Bractices, and stick little flagged arrows in his ears, but we 
amight decorate him with a crown of coloured paper, and place 
an inscriptionfover his head, ‘This is the man who tried to 
poison the community by depositing a rotten corpse in the 
fields’ We would not flog the man, nor starve him, nor let 
him stand like a scarecrow exposed to the sun; on the con- 
trary, we would suggest every care of him, give him the best of 
food, and even put copper cash in his hand, as compensation 
for the public benefit his exposure would yield. We under- 
take to say that a three days’ spectacle of this kind would be a 
Aasting cure, 
wv “ Wo regret to state that an apprentice boy, about 17 years 
of ago, belonging to the British ship Star of the North, lying 
‘outside the Marks, was lost in one of the ship’s boats during 
the evening of Monday, and has not yet turned up. ‘The par- 
ticulars of the case, as far as we can glean from the captain, 
are as follows: The boat, with the sccond mate, steward, and 
four hands, pulled on shore to purchase poultry and vegetables, 
leaving the boy in charge of the boat, who fastened her to the 
fishing stakes, Being rather late, and darkness coming on, 
when they arrived in sight of the boat the boy attempted to 
near them by hoisting a staysail, but the wiud being a little off 
shore, the boat could not reach, drifted away, and was subse- 
quently lost sight of. The night of Monday, it blew fresh and 
squally, and it is feared that the boy, getting frightened at the 
darkness, was upset in one of the squalls. The captain has 
offered $100, a liberalfreward, for the recovery of, or any infor- 
mation that may lead to, the boy’s recovery.” 

A scheme for a railway from Shanghai to Soochow has been 
matured and placed before the Chinese Government for approval. 
The distance is about seventy miles, and the route will embrace 
the citics of Kahding, Taitsan, and Quiusan. It is not yet 
known whether a concession will be granted, or whether imme- 
diate steps arc in contemplation for the construction of the road. 

CHING-KEANG. 

A-correspondent from the place, under date 31st August, 
writes — 

“I wish to know, considering the great risk of life and pro- 
perty, why a gunboat is not stationed here instead of Silver 
Island, a distance of 24 miles from where wo are, and actually 
not visible from any hulk anchored in the stream? True, 
there is a gunboat, but merely protecting H.M.’s Vice-Consul 
and the Commissioner of Customsat Silver Island. These two 
are the only Europeans resident on that island. 

“ With regard to the allotment of the British concession, I 
must say a few words, H.M.’s Vice-Consul, Mr. Adkins, in- 
formed us that he had received @ notification from Her Ma- 
Jesty’s Plenipotentiary at Peking, stating that he was to allot 
the land ; but this ‘active’ gentleman replied that he would 
not do so till the cool weather camo on, for fear of a sunstroke, 
‘The sun is not at all powerful, as I have been myself many 
times surveying land, and felt no effect from the sun. In doing 
business with the Consul, wo aro bound, in spite of wind, rain, 
orsun, to go to Silver Island; and why should not the 


Consul be made to do his duty, whether in wind, rain, or 
sun 7°

»  HANKOW, 

The correspondent of the Friend of China writes —"By this 
opportunity (I have little or no news to offer, except the seizure 
of two American lorchas by the British and French gunboats, 
on a charge of piracy and murder. One has been released, but 
the other is still held by the French Consul, and a trial of the 
captain (a man named Carrol) and crew has taken place. It 
appears that the lorcha now seized bas been squeezing Chinese 
junks out of considerable amounts of money, and on one occa 
sion two or three Chinamen were shot. On coming here she 
was recognised and seized, doubtless very justly ; and it is to 
be hoped that the crew, if guilty, will meet with the severest 
punishment the law affords, The name of the lorcha is the 
Afaria, said to be owned by a respectable American shipmaster. 
Freights are still down, and show no signs of an upward ten- 
dency. A great deal of tea, oil, &c., is still being sent to your 
port. At Kiukiang a good trade exists, and a great many 
steamers fill up there. The iin flies the Imperial banner, and 
is manned by Customs’ officers, Buckley, the expatriated, is. 
supposed to be on the river. Report says he has been at Kiue 
kiang and Hankow.” 

NINGPO, 

There have been loud reports of the Franco-Chino Contingent 
being unable to hold their own at Shoubsing, and D’Aguibelle, 
it is said, has been ordered, at Peking, peremptorily to give up 
interference with the army of Chekiang. D’Aguibelle, it is 
supposed, will join Burgevine, to whose force an addition has 
been made from Ningpo, lately, of over fifty Europeans, 


HONG KONG, 

The dates are to the 11th Sept. The London mail of 27th 
July arrived on the 8th Sept. 

From the China Mail we extract the following :—‘An 
appeal case from Yokobama against Consul Vyse's decision 
was heard before Acting Chief Justice Ball, on the 27th Aug. 

. E. Hoey was appellant, and W. Kemptner respondent. The 
Consul’s decision was affirmed. It may be remarked that the 
present judge is much given to ‘gravely doubting ’ the merits 
of the respondent's case, and as it has been laid down by some 
eminent authority that for an appellate Judge gravely to doubt 
is to affirm, there are now a!most no Consular decisions re- 
versed. Judge Adams, on the other hand, used to make @ 
legal meal of almost every Consular decision that came be= 
fore him.” 

It is with much regret that we have to record the death of 
our respected townsman, Dr. Enscoe, which occurred on the 
30th August, the cause being heart disease. Dr. Enscoe was 
for nearly three years surgeon to the Seaman’s Hospital, and 
much esteemed and trusted by all who knew him. The sud- 
denness of his death has cast a gloom over the large circle of his 
acquaintances, 

The Praya has suffered rather severely from the effects of 
the late gale. We expected that Messrs, McGregor and Co,’s

we gave currency to the rumour, considering] that it required 
confirmation. Shi Ta-kai was superior man. He left Nankin 
with a large force, having become disaffected in consequence of 
Hung-tsui-tsuen (Taiping Wong) having put to death the 
Eastern King and all his retinue. j

MANILA, 

The correspondent of the China Mail writes—“On the 28th 
of August a heavy gale blew over Manila and its environs, 
causing some damage to the shipping, and to property on shore, 
It was not a regular typhoong, but apparently the edge of one, 
and its full force has probably been felt further north ; it was 
followed by an inundation which did considerable hurt to the 
crops in some places. Other news is not very exciting, but 
such as it is, I will give it to you. 

“At Tloilo, destined to be tho emporium for Philippine 
Exportation, the trade and shipping have increased mightily af 
late, this is doubtless owing to theexertions of our respect 
Vice-Consul Loney while in England.

‘The last statement of the import and export duties again 
shows how much the trade has diminished during this year. 
The sum total for the first seven months of 1863 is less by 
340,000 f. than the amount received in the corresponding period

Everything was quiet in the dependencies, the only remark- 
able occurrence noted being a fall of hail in the XIII Kottas on 
the west coast of Sumatra, the bail stones being of the size of a 
rausket bullet. 











{MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

A communication had been received from the Governor of 
India relative to the draft of a bill to authorise the levy of 
port dues in the Straits Settlement which he transmitted 
towards the close of 1862, which led to a strong protest from 
the mercantile community, the Secretary of tho Chamber of 
Commerce drawing up a very able paper condemning the pro- 
ject, and showing that the imposition of the very slightest 
ineumbrance upon the freedom of the Port would greatly en- 
danger the native trade of Singapore. An assurance has now 
been received from the Government of India.that it was not 
at present intended to carry out the measure. So the matter 
rests now; but the condition of the settlement with respect 
to it cannot be saidto be altogether satisfactory. 

The Netherlands Consul writes to the Straits Times contva- 
dicting what he terms erroncous reports respecting “the 
proceedings of the Dutch” on the East Coast. of Sumatra, 
which if credited, he states, might prejudice trade and foster 
distrust. “I have the honour to inform you,” he writes, 
“on the most reliable authority, that no blockade ‘has been 
established at any river or port in those parts, nor has a gun 
been fired at any boat, even as a signal, by any Dutch Govern- 
ment vessel ; aud, further, that uot the least impediment{to 
trade or to intercourse with the natives has taken place at any 
part of that coast.” 

The Commander-in-Chief in India, Sir Hope Grant, was 
shortly expected to pay a visit to Singapore for the purpose 
of inspecting the condition of military defence ; two bat- 
teries of artillery from Mount were on their way. The pro- 
ject of arming of Fort Canning with Armstrong and Withworth 
rifled guns, of the heaviest calibre, in place of the smooth 
bore guns at present mounted, was said to be entertained by 
the Commander-in-Chief. 

By the P. and O, Company’s steamer China, sixty Singalese 
convicts had arrived from the Ceylon Government, The pri- 
soners were sent on to Malacca by one of the Straits steamers. 
The periods of transportation the prisoners are scntenced to 
range from seven to twenty-one years. We understand that 
another batch of convicts are on their way to the Straits,

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 


Tea.—The amount exported to Great Britain is unprecedentedly large. 
Taking this circumstance into consideration, as well a3 the unfavourable 
advices received each successive mail from London, the range of rates is 
singularly high. 

‘acao.—Tyshan prepared in Kysow fashion, sale 2,500 half-chests, at 
23,50 to 24 taclz. Souchong, 1,200 half-chests and 1,200 boxes, at 
25,50 to 25 taels. The stock of unprepared leaf on the market amount- 
ing to. 1,200 piculs, mostly of common sorts, have just been taken for 
the colonies, at 15.50 tacls, adding up the settlements for the s 
to date, for Australia 11,000 packages, and for England 17,000 packages. 

Canroy.—The Teamen have yielded about 1 to 14 taels in their do- 
mands for Congous, but are still above what London rates will justify. 
The arrivals from the country have been 13 chops, whilst the settlements, 
as detailed below, have been insiguificant. In other descriptions than 
Congou but a small business has been transacted. Scented Orange 
Pekoes, and com. to mid. kinds of Caper, are rather easier, Greens are 
fully one tacl lower. 

Amoy.—An advance of about $1 to 1.50 was established in the early 
part of the month on Congous and Oolongs, which has becn maintained 
on the latter description, Con ous however are less inquired for, and 
have declined to the rates previously current. The settle.nents of this 
description are stated at 5,400 hf-ch. at $20.75 to §26.50 for common to 
flowery kinds. Qolongs and Ankois, Supplies have continued much 
below the average of late seasons : the deficiency to date being upwards. 
of 43,000 hf.-ch. This circumstance added to a report of disturbance 
in the Ningyong districts, has caused the Teamen to become firm 
holders. Oftrue Ningyongs, only one or two chops are now upon the 
market, and for these extreme rates are asked. The settlements of the 
fortnight amount to 18,000 hf.-ch. at $20 to 25~one small parcel, very 
fine, fetching £32.50. ‘The current quotations are $20 to 22 for cum. 
mon to good common, and §23 to 25 for fair cargo teas. Of good 
Ankois, 500 hf.-ch. have also been settled at $16 to 18, Plain Capers. 
800 boxes have been taken at $13, leaving only 430 boxes on the market, 
Plain Orange Pekoes.—No transactions. 

Foo-Cuow.—The arrivals of Congou from the interior have been 
large during the fortnight, which circumstance, combined with the un- 
favourable advices from England, has tended to depress rates for Congous. 
‘The inquiry for broken-leaf kinds has abated, and the advance noted last 
mail has been lost. Other qualities have declined one tacl, demand at 
the reduction being pretty active. Souchongs have continued in full 
supply, aad have declined one to two taels. Oolong are in limited sup- 
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ply, and the business to the United States has consequently been re- 

Atricted. Flowery Pekoes are also in small supply, fine quality bein, 

acarce ; the bulk of the settlements are for shipment to India. Soented 

teas have declined one tael, but the supply is scant. 

SHANGHAL—Black: Only a small business at previous rates was 
transacted before the 10th of July mail arrived on the 27th ult.; the ac- 
counts brought of the home market were again most unsatisfactory, the 
demand for local consumption and export being very smal, sales could not 
be made unless at a further decline of 1d. per lb. \ These news naturally 
had a very depressing effect on the market, more especially as ‘better 
accounts had been looked for, and it was not until a concession of fully 
(wo taels bad been made that purchasers came forward; about thirteen 
chops were settled at these rates, and as buyers were inclined to go on at 
these prices, sempied by the fall in exchange and higher rates in Hankow, 
holders became firmer. Settlements on the market, 90 chops; 16,340 
chests {Oopacks, Oonahms, Ningchows and Hohows. Re-shipped on 
owners’ account, 8 chops, 4,941 chests Oopacks—21,281 chests, makin; 
total to date 208,851 chests. Stock waiting shipment for re-sale ‘31,000 
ohests, second Crop Oopecks and Ningchows are quoted at Taels 30 to 36; 

+ ‘iret and second Crop Hohows Taels 25 to 28: Green, —The market was 
opened on the 27th for Pingsueys at Taels 383 for a good chop of country 
spacked Tea. As the bulk of the crop has this year been contracted for by 
foreigners, little will be offered on this market. A chop of good new 
Shanghai packed has been taken at Taels 28. A demand for common 
young Hyson amongst the Shansi traders for shipment to Tientsin has 

. Cleared this market of a great portion of old stocks, New country teas 
.are not looked for till the middle of the month. 

Hankow.—The unfavourable accounts of the London market, brought 
by the Mail of 26th June, for a while made buyers less anxious to con- 
tinue paying previous rates, but Teamen being firm holders for all good 
‘teas, purchases were made at about previous rates. Prices now current 
show a farther advance of about 1 tael per picul on Oopacks, Oonams 
maintain their previous value, but are less sought after, and are at times 
to be got on cheaper terms. The quotations, short price, are 26 to 29 
taels for fair to good third crop Oopacks; 25 to 27 taels for good third 
crop Lylings ond Chongsowykes, and 20 to 25 taels for common to fair 
Oonams. — The settlements of the fortnight are reported at 26 chops, 
making the total setilements of the season to date (including contract teas) 
407 chops, against 267 chops, corresponding period last season. The 
stock for sale on the market is 23 chops. 

Kewxtanc.—Btack.— Settlements 3 chops at 27.0 to 27.5for Ning- 
chows, and 21.5. forcommon Honam. Stock 3 chops medium Ningchow, 1 
chopMoning, and4 chopscommon Hohow.

Blacks, 62,784 chests. Greens, 5,401} cheste, and Leaf, 4,740 piculs. 

Raw Sitk.—SHancuat.—The continued unsatisfactory reports of the 
home market by the 10th of July mail caused the dealers to be more an- 
xious to make sales, and several purchases were effected at a slight re- 
duction on former rates. As the demand, however, became more general, 
the silkmen were firmer, and have since establisbed a return to fully last 
mail's prices. The supply from the interior is estimated at 2,000 bales, 
which about equals the settlements, so that the amount of unsold 
remains unchanged. About 1,058 bales have been received from Japan. 
‘The settlements of the fortnight are reported at 3,200 bales, against 6,900 
bales ecrresponding fortnight last season, and 5,500 bales corresponding 
fortnight of season before, making the total settlements to date of the pre- 
sent season 13,700 bales, against 23,000 bales last season, and 18,000 bales 
the season before. The stock on the market at those periods stands thus : 
—15,000 bales, 11,000 bales, and 9,000 bales. The following are the 
current quotations :—Tsatlees, No. 1, 445 tls. per picul; 2,495; 9, 405 
to 415; Taysaams, No. 1, chops, 385 to 995; 2,370 to 375; 3, 340 
to 355. Macao: Arrivals from the fourth crop of the season amount to 
-about 150 piculs, of which only 10 piculs, No. 1 Loongkong, at $410, and

piculs Loongkong, held at $410 to 420 for No. 1, and $395 to 405 for 
2; about 70 piculs of Cumchook and Kowkong, held at $380 down to 
#350, and some 30 piculs of Sewlahm, for which dealers demand $335. 
Canton : Since the date of last report, no settlements of Loongkongs 
have been made by Europeans for London, the prices still asked by the 
dealers being much over the home quotation. The only purchases durin, 
the fortnight for Europe consist of Tsatlees, and imitation Japans, o 
which for this mail about 100 bales go forward, The Indian houses have 
been yery small buyers for this steamer, and should their further operations 
be ona more moderate scale, a decline in prices may be reasonably 
anticipated, influenced of course by the outturn of the Sth and 61h crops. 
The winding off of the 4th crop Cocoons is nearly completed, 
and the silk of the Sth crop will be ready for market in about ten 
days from this time. Prices remain nominally the same as those be- 
fore quoted, viz. :—Loongkong, No. 1, $405 to 410; Loon-kong, No. 
2, $385 to 895; Kow-kong, No. 1, $365 to 370; Canton Tsatlee, $460 
to 465; imitation Japan, $430 to 435, Yokohama: European advices 
by the mail of 10th June, exerted a considerable check on the market, 
which previously was steady. Native dealers appear willing to concede 
the reductions at which foreigners may become buyers, but no operations 
have as yet been made which would fix the rates. “The quotations, there- 
fore, are nearly nominal. Present stock about 800 bales; further quan- 
tities expected.

THE DETENTION OF THE MAILS THROUGH EGYPT. 

A correspondent thus describes the condition of transit from 
Alexandria to Cairo, The present mails would have been re- 
ecived on the 27th but for this delay :— 


“ From Alexandria to Caffre Zayat the rail was still available. At 
Caffre Zayat the Pasha's yacht had been given up for the accommodation 
of first-class passengers, and having succeeded in scrambling to that 
through a crowd of yelling Arabs, in a sun almost powerful enough to 
broil a steak, we found men stirring up potatoes and meat with their 
fingers —with their feet, too, probably, behind our backs. The confusion 
was, of course, immense, and things were not made better by our running 
aground every mile or so, and by the fact that every one of the crew 
scemed to be skipper. We passed villages where the water had flowed 
up to the very duvrs of the huts, and although the Pasha had sent steamers 
to carry the inhabitants off, they preferred staying by their household 
gods, and cowered abjectly on the ground, gazing with listless melancholy 
on the advancing current. ‘Tall date trees just showed their heads above 
the stream—dead cows and sheep floated past by the score, and now and 
then a tawny object drifted by which looked unpleasantly like a buman 
form. Darkness came on, and it was feared that we should anchor for 
the night, huddled together upon the deck, with dew descending like a 
shower of rain. This fate was reserved for the second-class passengers 
behind in another steamcr—we were fortunate enough to get within reach 
of Cairo, after a dreary passage of twelve hours.”

‘The commanding officer of the troops on board was then 
requested to have a guard under arms in cace of anything occurring, 
which request was immediatcly acceded to, and all preparations made for 
an attack. In about half an‘ hour afterwards a four-cared boat came 
alongside with an officer, all armed. The officer then ascended the gang- 
way, and on his arriving on buard we observed he had his sword on and a 
brace of revolvers in his belt; the men were armed with cutlasses. The 
following conversation then took place between the officer and Captain 
Longman:—Officer: Are you an American ?* Captain Longman : 
No, Tam Captain Longman ; and what do you want?” Officer: ‘1 
want to see your papers." Captain Longman: ‘Those you shall not see; 
but we are a British ship from Shanghai to Woolwich, with about 200 
soldiers (artillerymen) on board, and if you are in want of anything there 
is a guard of gunners there (who were all armed with swords and loaded 
rifles).’

Tue Patnce or Sat3uma.—The name of this nobleman is Matsdaira 
Satsuma no Kami; be is lord over the provinces of Satsuma and Fouigo, 
in which he possesses the fortresses or strongholds of Kagosima and 
Sadowava. It was the first-named of these which repulsed the attack of 
the English, He possesses also the Loochoo Islands. The Prince's 
revenue isgiven in the Japanese Red Book at two millions four hundred 
and thirty thousand dollars per annum. He has always been a bitter 
enemy of the foreigners, of whom his retainers have assassinated several. 
Nor is he a very quiet subject of the Tycoon. Sir Rutherford Alcock 
saw a Japanese of “ considerable official rank,” who was remarkable as the 
only one of seven ometshys, ot official spies, sent successively from Yedo 
into the Prince of Satsuma’s territories, who came out alive. There is a 
story told of him which shows curiously the absolute power he wields in 
his dominions. According to Japanese etiquette, if the subject or vassal 
of one prince insults one of another, the latter is held to be dishonoured if 
he does not avenge it. The present Prince of Satsuma, finding himself 
inconvenienced by the quarrels of his followers with those of the neigh- 
bouring nobles, made a rule that, if one of his people was insulted by the 
subject of another Daimio, he might avenge himself by taking the life of 
his adversary, but on the condition that he performed hara-kiru, or ripped 
open his own bowels, immediately ‘afterwards. At the same time he gave 
instructions that if any of his people were insulted and failed to retaliate, 
he should be taken on board one. of the ships of the Prince, have his head 

struck off without trial, and head and body thrown into the sea. 

‘Tne Curvese at Tue Rocky River.—The special correspondent of 
Armidale Express says, writing to that journal :— Although declared 
worked out some yearsago, Sydney Flat has always maintained a number of 
miners with varied success, At the upper end of the flat a good deal of 
activity prevails. Besides the European parties who keep steadily at 
work, there are a number of Chinamen—a much more superior descrip- 
tion of that particular specimen of the genus homo than prevails on 
Australian gold fields. They are principally from Amoy, and, unlike 
nomadic predatory Chinamen, who are merely the scavengers of a gold 
field, scarcely ever working two consecutive days in one place, they have 
settled down into bona fide mining, sinking shafts from seventy to ninety 
fect and working them in a style which deserves credit. It is hard to 
ascertain the truth respecting their earnings, but they seem satisfied, and 
have all the outward appearance of prosperity. Iam informed that one 
shaft worked by Chinamen pays from three to five ounces to the load, 
The whim party (Chinese) have built quite an establishment on their 
claim and are’ prosecuting their work with vigour, the abundance of 
water being greatly in their favour. Higher up the hill some shafts have 
been recommenced. This hill seems to be a barrier to a successful 
following of the lead, rising as it does some sixty or seventy feet above the 
flat, whilst the bed rock remains on the same general level. " The increased 
depth makes ground otherwise rich unprofitable with present appliances. 
Shafts have been sunk and worked on the top of the hill, and in the face 
of all drawbacks and with the primitive windlass £2. 10s. per man per 
week has been averaged.” 

Tue U.S. Fricate “ Niacana.”—This vessel, well known on the 
China station, has been thoroughly refitted, and is now considered by the 
Americans one of the most formidable vessels afloat. Her Parrot guns 
have a range of a little over five miles, and her speed is sixteen knots per 
hour. Her destructive power is thus tremendous.

Foreign Lntelligence, 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsTERDAM, Oct, 26. 
One of the most iraportant acts of the present Liberal Cabinet 
is the Bill for the reform of the East India Colonial finances - 
just presented to the Second Chamber of the States-General for 
{heir concurrence and approval. Hitherto the Colonial Budget 
was drawn up by the Minister, and confirmed by a Royal De- 
cree, and subscquently—after a lapse of two years from the 
time of the expenditure—it was laid on the table of the Second 
Chamber, but merely for their information, as it was a matter 
beyond their control. It is true that the States-General re- * 
tained in this respect some little power in their hands, as the 
small fraction of the East India surplus made use of by the 
mother-country was accounted for in tho home budget, and its 
Uisposal required the sanction of the Dutch Parliament. In 
this manner it was just possible to precipitate a Colonial 
Minister for improvidently squandering the colonial revenue, 
but only after tho Iapse of two years; whilst the Chambers 
have no previous control of the resources of the colonies. All 
this will now be altered, aud it was reserved for the present 
Prime Minister, Mr. Thorbecke, to have the ercdit and honour 
of taking the initiative in abolishing this last remaining vestige - 
of despotic government by the introduction of this sweeping 
Reform Bill, which cannot fail to be gratefully and joyfully ac- 
cepted by the nation and the represeutatives of the people in 
both Chambers. The Indian finances will in future be placed - 
on the same level, and bo subject to the same control as the 
other departments of the public service, and thus perfectionate 
the constitutional monarchy under which this country has 
become so flourishing and pros scrous, 
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~ For a long time past exertions have been making by patriotic 
Dutchmen to celebrate in a dignified and significant manner in 
the present year the jubilee or fiftieth anniversary of the inde- 
pendence of this kingdom and its delivery from the French yoke. 
In every town and almost every village local committees have 
been formed to collect donations and contributions for a national 
monument, and considerable sums have already been received. 
The Government now intend to bring in a Bill and ask the 
Chambers for a vote of a million of florins to build a “ Palace 
for the States-General ” at the Hague, “as a national memorial 
of the above-mentioned events, and as a befitting and significant 
sign of the renewal of the bonds of harmony and love happily 
subsisting between the House of Orange and the people of 
the Netherlands.” The idea is said to have emanated from 
the King personally, who proposes that the building shall 
also contain an historical picture-gallery with artistical re- 
presentations of the fprincipal battles, congresses, and other 
events of special importance to this country, which may 
be contemplated by future generations with pride and satis- 
faction. At all events, His Majesty must take a great 
personal interest in the realisation of the plan, as the draft of 
the Bill was forwarded by the Minister of the Interior, Mr. 
Thorbecke, to the Second Chamber, accompanied by a Royal 
message, which happens but on very rare occasions, the text of 
which is published in all the newspapers. 

Reports having been generally circulated for some time past 
that the Prince of Orange is engaged to one of the young 
Princesses of England, a semi-official journal of the Hague 
states that as yet nothing is definitively settled on the subject, 
and adds that it is a much more probable circumstance to find 
that on the 17th of November—as the day on which the jubilee 
or national festival is to be celsbrated—the announcement will | 
be officially ‘made of the betrothal of the Prince to the Princess | 
Frederica Sophia, eldest daughter of King George V. of | 
Hanover, born on the 9th of January, 1848, and now in her 
sixteenth year. 

The operations of the Second Chamber have been hitherto 
confined to examining in committees the different bills brought 
in by Government, on which they will have to make a report 
previous to the general debates. Among these bills are several 
for the naturalisation of foreigners. Amongst these are the 
names of Messrs. A. H. J. Muller, C. W. Schotborg, C. C. Schaft- 
lein, G. A. Diederich, T. Munder, W. Munder, D. C. A. Gruble, 
and L. A. Drigny, all described as residing in Netherlands 
India, and Mr. G, E. Gaspar, living in Batavia. 

In my letter of August 22, I mentioned the appointment 
of Mr. J. P. de Bordes as principal engineer, for the construc- 
tion of the railroads in Java. I am now enabled to confirm 
the statement, and to add that he will leave this country in 
the middle of November, and go ‘out with his family by the 
overland route. His salary is fixed at 15,000 fl. per annum. 

Younker P. F. von Siebold, titular Colonel in the East India 
‘Army, and at the disposal of the Culonial Minister for consul- 
tation on the affairs of Japan, has resigned his appointment, 
and is permitted to retire from the scrvice on the Ist of 
November with a pension and the expression of the King’s 
gratitude for the important services he has rendered the country. 

Count Schimmelpenninck, one of the oldest and most re- 
spected statesmen of this country, and formerly Minister of 
State, died on the 20th inst. at Armhem, in the 70th ycar of 
his age. His father was a member of the Government of the 
former Batavian Republic, and he himself was one of the 
original projectors, and for many years President, of the Nether. 
lands Trading Company. Under King William I. the deceased 
filled for many years the post of Minister, Secretary of State, 
and subsequently represented his Sovereign at the Courts of 
St. James and St. Petersburg, after which he was a member of 
the First Chamber of the States-General. In 1848 he was 
selected by the King to form a Cabinct, in which he filled the 
double post of Minister for Foreign Affairs and of Finances, 
Besides being decorated with several foreign orders, he was 
Knight Grand Cross of the Crown of Oak and Commander of 
the Netherlands Lion.

Vice-Admiral Koopman, 14 guns; Citadel of Antwerp, 14 
guns, and Amsterdam, 8 paddle-wheel, have already been 
despatched from Java by the Governor-General. Despatches 
have been sent out from this country by the last mail to Suri- 
nam with orders to the fourth class ten-gun screw corvettes 
Stavoren and Delfzyl to proceed immediately to Japan ; and the 
following ships of war are now being fitted out in this country 
with the greatest possible despatch for the same destination. 
At the Royal Dockyard at Nieuwe Deep, the steam frigate 
Admiral van Wassenuer, 45 guns, and the screw corvettes 
Princess Anelia, 19 guns, an Metalen Kruis, 16 guns; at 
Helvoetsluys, the fourth class screw-corvettes Soest/yt, 10 guns, 
and the Coehorn, 10 guns ; and at Vlissingen, the steam frigate * 
Adolph of Nassau, 51 gins. Thus these reinforcements com- | 
prise an imposing force of twelve vessels with 223 guns. The 
screw corvetteZoutman, 16 guns, will probably be added to the 
squadron, 

COMMERCIAL. 

Correr.—This market is in a sluggish state, owing to a want of orders, 
but prices are firm, the principal holders being unwilling to sell under pre 
sent values. 

SuGcag,—Ever since last mail the raw article has been in great demand 
at successively rising prices, and 18,000 kranjangs of Java have changed . 
ands. The lower qualities are now pad 2H. above September prices, 
and the higher descriptions fetch 1 to 14. above the same. A further 
improvement is expected. Among the sales were 856 kr. of Java, ex 
Korteaaar, No. 15, very soft, at 334. ; 1,951 kr. do.,ex Aletta Augusta, 
No. 15, fine, at 34311. ; 790 kr. do., ex Henriette Gerardina Susanna, 
No. 13, at secret prices; 1,179 kr., ex Johann Lange, No. 143, fine 
Tagal quality, at 3411. ; 492 kr., per Miniter van Hall, for arrival, No. 
14, good to very good. at 33. ; 658 kr., No. 12k, at 3148.5 560 kr., No. 
15, at 3440. ; and 439 kr., No. 124, at secret prices—all ex D.F. Weber, 
‘Senior—and 202 kr., ex Alblusserdam, No. 103, quality very good, at 
3078. The refined market was at first inclined to follow the movement 
for raw sugars, and 700 tons were taken at rather better prices; but 
since then speculators are irresolute, and during the last week the dealings 
have not been extensive, though prices remain firm, 

Rice.—The only sales of Java were 2,300 bags, ex Gertruida Maria, 
at 81f1., and 3.269 bags, ex Amazone, at secret prices. Holders of cleaned 
grain are not disposed to sell at present rates, and anticipate an improve- 
ment as the autumn advances. 

Spices.—'There is rather more inquiry for mace at sale prices, whilst om 
the other hand cinnamon is neglected, and might be bought a shade 
lower. _In other articles but very small transactions and no alteration in 
their values. 

Hies.—East India ox and buffalo firm, and prices looking up in con- 
sequence of small stocks and short supplies. At Rotterdam, 1,000 ox, 
ex Henrivtte Gerardina Susanna, were sold at secret prices. 

Towacco.—Java finds ready’ customers. There have been con- 
siderable dealings ‘since last mail, both by tender and public auctions, 
among which may be mentioned 1,000 bales GP, ex St. Jan, for the 
‘Austrian Government; 3,532 bales Temayang, and 84 bales FF, 
‘Sourabaya Packet, also for the Austrian Government monopoly; 1411 
bales Blitar, BB, S,and SS, fetching respectively on the averaze 58 4-5ths, 
80, 29, and 214 cents; 15 bales Japan, at 27} cents; 110 mille Manila cigars, 
second Habanos, 1861, at 344 to 35fl. per 1,000 in bond; 150 mille, do. 
third Habanos, 274 to 288. ; 55 mille, do. do., 1859, at 214 to 22 
60 mille Malang cigars at 9} to 10}f. Notwithstanding the above sales, 
the present stock of Java tobacco is 12,186 bales. Some sales are an- 
nounced for next month, among which 3,119 bales Kawi and D, 810 bales 
BN, 894 bales Gading, 676 bales MPC, and 1,762 bales marked Havana, 

Inpico.—The company’s sale of 557 chests of Java went off with 
great animation, especially for the finer descriptions, which fetched 10 to 
‘30 cents more than at the sale in May, whilst the common and medium 
sorts went at 10 lower to 10 higher than the same, Since then an im- 
provement of 15 to 20 cents on all descriptions is established, and the 
market closes firm. . 

Tix. — Banca continues in a depressed condition. A very few thousand 
blocks only have been disposed of, and not more than 71 fi. could be 
obtained. 

Coc&NILLe.—Java is considerably higher. At the company’s sale of

THE BRITISH ATTACK ON KAGOSIMA. 

In the attack made by a portion of our floet on the Japanese 
batteries at the head of Kagosima Bay, the site of a large and 
flourishing entrepot of Japanese trade, we have administered 
@ timely lesson to Japanese Daimios, such as is likely to 
exercise a beneficial influence on futuro negotiations ; and to 
reduce that arrogance and assumption on their part which 
asserts itself not only against treaty rights, but the Jaws of 
humanity, and which blinds them to the discovery of any harm 
in the murder either of a hated foreigner, more especially if his 
©quipageisin the way of oneof theirretinug ona Japanese high road. 
Cheaply as human life is valued by this mixed Oriental race, the 
disablement of batteries, partly protected by huge natural 
bastions, and which had been constructed with infinite labour 
and skill, the reduction to ashes of Kagosima, the annihilation 
of the Prince of Sarsuma’s castle and arsenal, and the burning 

“of eight large vessels, including three steamers laden with sugar 
makes an aggregate of material loss which the Japanese cannot 
fail to feel sensibly. Unsupported by a land force, the fleet was 
comparatively unprepared for the amount and character of re- 
sistance offered, yet what was done was donein summary style, 
and reflects great credit on Admiral Kuper and his officers. To 
inflict the greatest possible material harm in a given amount of 
time, rather than to attempt to subdue the whole resistance, 
Btill less to make a landing that would lessen the efficiency of 
the floct, and then to get off with as little loss as possible, was 
the only reasonable course to pursue, The unhousing ofa vast 
Population, the suspension of trade at a port exclusively Japa- 
nese, the stoppage of factories that for generations had engaged 
the almost ceaseless industry of tens of thousands of native 
artisans, is a scene that has not been witnessed in the empire 
since the two memorable and disastrous Tartar invasions, 

In Japanese estimation we have taken a terrible revenge 
but, after all, have obtained neither the required indem- 
nity nor the delivery of the murderers, Indeed, our chief 
satisfaction is, that the fleet sustained no greater injury, and 
that the plot miscarried by which Admiral Kurer and Colonel 
Neate, with their suites, were to be invited ashore, and then 
held treacherously as hostages, liable to be beheaded should a 
gun be fired. Should the news received from Nagasaki — 
that the Prince of Chosew had taken possession of the 
forts on the south side of the Straits of Simonoseki, thereby 
holding the key to the inland sea—prove true, it is evident 
that our fleet would have been better employed’ in auticipat- 
ing this wily move, and so have taken the best of all securi- 
ties for respect to treaty rights hereafter. In a former 
article we demonstrated the importance of our taking posses- 
sion of the entrance to the inland sea; we stated that the 
power possessing it would control the foreigu policy of Japan,

THE STRAITS TRANSFER QUESTION. 

REFERRING to our last notice of this subject, we have now to 
announce that in order to avoid further loss of time in! corre- 
spondence, the home Government havedirected that a commission 
be constituted to decide on the spot, the items on which there 
are doubts and fears. The commission will comprise the 
Governor and other officers in the Straits, and Sir Hercunes 
Rosson, the Governor of Hong Kong, who proceeds by this 
mail to reaume his post. Sir Hecuxes will remain a sufficient 
time at Singapore to complete the enquiry and make a report 
to the home Government. We understand, on first-rate autho- 
rity, that the principal point on which the Colonial Office is 
anxious is the one of revenue versus expenditure. If the 
local authorities can only prove to Sir Hercures that the 
revenue of the Settlements is equal to its expenditure, the 
transfer will be completed, but not otherwise. We hesrtily 
trust that Sir Hercurzs may be able to give the finishing stroke 
to this long-troubled heading of “The Straits Transfer.” We 
may add, by the way, that it will somewhat increase his prestige 
in doing so. He must know how much easier a Governor can 
develop the resources of a place under the Colonial Office than 
under the double heads of InpIAN Secretary at home and the 
Viceroy in Calcutta. 


STEAMERS, &., FOR CHINA. 

Tue Sea King, Captain Pinel, which we have already noticed.

Dudgeon Bros. on Thames. It is expected that she will 
load direct for Shanghai, and be despatched about the end of 
December. 

Messrs. Denny ant Co., Dumbarton, will shortly launch the 
steamer building for the- Yang-tsze, on account of Messrs. Gibb, 
Livingston, and Co. 

The Wokee, Capt. Oakney, has been despatched by Messrs. 
Gcorge Duncan and Co. for Shanghai. Particulars of this vesse: 
were noticed in a previous issue. 

On the 14th inst., Messrs. A. Stephen and Sons launched 
from their east shipbuilding yard, at Kelvinhaugh, on the Clyde 
a fine new iron sailing ship of 650 tons, named the Bothwell 
Castle, the property of the “Glasgow and Asiatic Shipping 
Company.” The Bothell Castle is loading for Singapore and 
Penang, and is the third vessel of this line. The Edinburg 
Castle and Roslin Castle have both been despatched to the 
addresses of Messrs, Sandilands, Buttery and Co., Penang, and 
the Borneo Company, Singapore, The Bothwell Castle will be 
despatched to the same addresses on the 11th proximo.

FRENCH REINFORCEMENTS FOR COCHIN CHINA. 

' Tue Ardécte embarked a battalion of marines and a staff of 
officers, for Cochin and Chins, by way of Suez, on the 10th inst. 
Another battalion of the same arm is under orders to follow ; of 
these, three companies are to leave Toulon and proceed over- 

- land at the end of the month, the rest will go by the Cape 
in the steamer Sarthe, a fine armed transport, commanded by 
Captain Galley, and constructed, specially for the Chinese seas, 
at Cherbourg. Two commercial vessels chartered by the 
Government, are under orders to carry out arms, ammunition 
and provisions. “We are assured,” says the Messager du Midi, 
“ that these reinforcements are intended to put our corps of oc- 
cupation in Cochin China in a condition to meet all demands in 
the Far East, and Saigon will become the base of operations 
from which will proceed all troops destined to protect the in- 
terests of France whether in China or Japan.” 

While all these speculations and preparations are going on in 
France, the Annamite Ambassadors await in Paris the summons 
to lay at the feet of Louis Naporron the proofs of the friend- 
ship and admiration of Tu-Duc. 

We understand the case of Mr. Moss will be again brought 
to the notice of Parliament, and that considerable support to 
his claims has been promised. 





THE NAVAL ENGAGEMENT IN JAPAN. 


(THE Times.) 

Four powerful nations were engaged by the last accounts in chastising 
one or other of the Japanese Daimios. The Government continued to 
hold friendly lan, towards Europeans, and had even gone so far as 
to authorise foreign ships of war to seize all vessels that did not show 
the Tycoon’s flag; but the great chieftains, who have always been our 
enemies, were, perhaps for this reason, more hostile and insolent than 
ever. The Prince of Nagota had actually fired successively upon an 
American steamer, a Dutch corvette, and a French gunboat. In each 
ease the insult was promptly avenged, and an English ship which passed 
the same Straits soon afterwards, seems to have been treated with more 
civility. In the meantime, however, we had an account of our own to 
settle with another of these rebellious feudatories. The last, or nearly 
the last, of the murderous outrages upon foreigners in Japan was perpe- 
trated in the presence, and by the retainers of, Prince Satsuma. The 
details of this case will not have escaped the memory of our readers, and 
it will be recollected that the Tycoon’s Government, admitting its fagrant 
atr was willing to grant any redress for it short of bringing the 
guilty parties to justice. If this was to be done at all, it was neces- 
sary for us to take the law into our own hands, and there is 

reason to believe that the authorities at Yedo were not ill-pleased to dele- 
te this part of their duty to us. To secure the person of the Prince 
jimself was of course impossible, but the English fleet was sent to Kago- 
sima to enforce the demands of reparation to be made upon him. What 
the exact nature of these demands was we do not yet know, but, whatever 
* they were, they were rejected. The Prince of Satsuma, like the Prince 
of Nagota, was not afraid to try the strength of his batteries against the 
navies of the West, and seems to have been the first to open fire. His 
guns are said to have been well served, but the contest was too unequal, 
and the result was the utter destruction of the town which had the mis- 
fortune to belong to this unscrupulous noble. Three forts were silenced 
by our fleet, three steamers demolished, and the city, with its palace, 
factories, and arsenal, reduced to a mass of ruins. This was a severe 
lesson for the marauding aristocracy of Japan, but it was not administered 
without serious loss on our own side. A list of I1 killed and 39 wounded 
is a long one, considering that our antagonist was not the Tycoon him- 
self, but only one of his lawless subjects. Nor is this the whole cost of 
our petty victory, for among the 11 killed are the names of two Captai 
Gosling and Wilmot—a sacrifice of superior officers which would ha 
been considerable even for such actions as that of the Nile. 
‘The first question that will occur to the public mind on the receipt of 
jews is whether the expedition which was attended with these sad 
casualties was really necessary. To answer this question cor,pletely would 
require a detailed review of our relations with Japan, if it did not lead us 
into the perilous region of English policy in China.” Without being pre- 
pared to reopen this controv ef we may still do justice to the motives 
of those who represent En; in Japan. It is to be remembered that, 
being there, as a matter of fact, we must do something ; that is, we must 
either abandon our position or maintain it by some means. re are 
probably few who would advocate the former course, but, if there be any, 
they are bound to show on what grounds and for whose sake we should 
break off all communication with these islands. We did not establish 
ourselves there by force, but with the full consent of the only responsible 
or visible Government, and, as far as we can ascertai ‘ith the goodwill 






















of the people, properly so called. When the “selfish interetts” of our 


merchants are described as conflicting with the dictates of our national 
conscience and the righis of the Japanese, it seems to be assumed that 
commerce can flourish without the voluntary co-operation of buyers and 
sellers If the trade returns from Japan sre promising and show 
a ,Progrestire increase both of exports and import, this proves 
néither more nor less than that many of ‘the Japanese are glad 
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their products for ous, The Tycoon Ministers 

to exchange Pt ours. "ycoon' ni 

to desire the same thing, and though it ‘is often asserted 
that the Mikado is a greater Potente than the Tycoon, and vebemently 
oppoted tothe opening of the ports, we have no evidence either of the 
one fact or the other. What we know is that a compact body of enor- 
mously wealthy proprietors, surrounded by armed vassals, have conspired 
toexpel us, and shrink from no crime or treachery in the execution of this 
design. A worse reason for abandoning our tion and leaving our 
factories defenceless cannot be imagined, and Sir R. Alcock, while he 
earnestly deprecated anything like sazrenion ‘or occupation of territory, 
very properly declined to waste words on the discussion of this alterna- 
tive. If, then, we are to remain, how are we to secure the lives and pro- 
perties of our countrymen against the attacks of the ruffians in the pay of 
these robber-barons? The Government confesses itself too weak to pro- 
tect us, but it leaves us free to protect ourselves. It doubtful 
whether this can be done by bombarding the castles of the guilty Daimios, 
and whether their infatuated hatred of us can be held in check by aay 
fear of retribution whatsoever. Montesquieu, who is always talking of the 
laws and customs of Japan, argues “men who bave a natural 
contempt for death, and who rip open their bellies for the least 
fancy,” are not to be deterred from crime by the severest punish- 
ments. Still, the experiment is worth trying, and if it should help to 
break down the power of this tyrannical class, so much the better. There 
is not the least danger that we can see of our being drawn into a meddle- 
some interference with Japanese politics. Where we have commit 
this mistake in our dealings with Asia, it has generally been out of jealousy 
of other Powers. No such jealousy can lead us astray in Japan. We 
know that we must share any commercial privileges with France, Holland, 
and the United States, and that Russia, having a seacoast so near at hand, 
will naturally get somewhat more than her due. Nor can it be said that 
we are making ourselves the allies of the liberal party against the of 
exclusion. If the latter are strong enough to organise a revolution and 
close all the ports again, it will be time to consider what we should do ; 
meanwhile, we must stand upon our treaty rights and defend ourselves, 
even though it should incidentally strengthen the hands of the Central 
Government. 

In spite of our resentment against these overbearing Daimios, we can- 
not help admiring the military qualities and mechanical genius of the 
Japanese, as exhibited in the late engagements with European ships. The 
American vessel Wyoming lost sixteen men in her encounter with the 
forts and war steamer of Prince Nagota, and had to sheer off at last, "The 
Dutchmen, being prepared, fared better, but one French ship was dis- 
abled and another a good deal injured. We have yet to hear what saaage 
Prince Satsuma’s artillery inflicted upon our fleet, but, judging from the 
casualties among the men, it can have been triding. The Chinese, 
would have run away long before their town was in flames, and had not 
until very lately, if they now have, any ordnance equal to that manufactured 
in Japan. This is exactly what we had been ledtoexpect. Sir R. Alcock, 
who has no undue partiality for the country in which he lived so long in 
fear of assassination, declares that Japanese artificers are capable of com- 
peting with Sheffield and Birmingham on equal terms. They have not 
yet produced an Armstrong or a Whitworth, but if they once get hold of 
a rifled gun they will certainly know how to imitate it, and perhaps to 
improve upon it. While this ptitude for the production of Jectructive 
engines cannot afford us much pleasure just at present, it may well inspire 
us with respect for the intelligence and confidence in the future destiny of 
this extraordinary nation, ‘The better the Japanese fight, even in the 
service of men like Prince Nagotaand Prince Satsuma, the more reluctant 
should we feel to give up the prospect of peaceful and friendly intercourse 
with them, :

The negotiations for an amicable settlement of our differences with the 
Government of Japan having, as we anticipated, ended in failure, steps 
have been taken to enforce the reparation which was refused. We learn 
from a telegram received yesterday (Oct. 20) at the Foreign-office, and 
which we publish elsewhere, that the seaport town of Kayosima has been 
bombarded. by our fleet, three of the batteries defending it silenced, and 
the town reduced to ruins. Three Japanese steamers are also reported to 
have been destroyed. The success, however, appears to have been dearly 
purchased on our part, two naval captains having been returned amongst 
the killed; and, as the batteries are said to have been well served, the 
damage sustained by the fleet was doubtless not inconsiderable. With the 
particulars of the engagement we are not yet made acquainted; but as on 
the second day of the attack the fleet is stated to have “stood out, 
engaging the whole of the batteries,” we may conclude that so far as their 
destruction was concerned the victory was not complete, 

It is certainly not pleasant to reflect that we are engaged in another 
of those petty wars which are from time to time forced upon us in the most 
distant regions of the globe. They are always unsatisfactory, and nearly 
always profitless. But Shey are not the less inevitable. In the presentin- 
stance we are making war less against the Japanese Sovereign than against 
one of his Princes, and there is every reason to believe that the Tyeoon 
would gladly have obtained for us the redress which we demanded had it 
been in his power. It is undoubtedly a hardship that we should be 
obliged, so to say, to regulate the internal affairs of an Eastern empire 
with which we are unconnected, and in order to vindicate the rights of 
those British subjects who have settled in Japan, to mete out to offending 
Daimios that punishment which the native Government is too feeble to 
inflict. It is really with the Prince fatsuma that we are now at war; and 
the town which has been destroyed is one in which he exercised undis- 

uted sway. It wasin his territory, and at his instigation, that the murder of 

It. Richardson took place some months since, and it wasfrom him, through 
the Imperial Government, that reparation was demanded. For many wee 
the English Envoy was led to believe that redress would be given; but 
the time which was by us lost in negotiation was turned to account by 
the Japanese. Prince Satsuma knew that it was on his territory that the 
threatened blow would fall, and made his preparations accordingly. The 
batteries, which are said to have been so well served, and which were still 
able to respond to the fire of the fleet when the latter withdrew, were 
most probably constructed, or, at least, placed in their late effective state, 
whilst diplomatic messages were being’ interchanged between our repre-

In a naval war with the Japanese, 
or with such of the Daimios as thought proper to espouse the cause of 
Prince Satsuma, we should be able to inflict endless damage on shipping 
and seaport towns. But there our exploits would end. No place within 
reach of an Armstrong shell discharged from the deck of a man-of-war 
would be safe, but beyond cannon range of the coast line the Japanese and 
their townswouldremainsecure from molestaticn. The general principle that 
a central Government is responsible for the acts of every individual living 
within its territory, and nominally submissive to its authority, might possibly 
be enforced, and the town of Yedo consigned to the fate of Kagosima if full 
redress were not given by the Tycoon. But it is doubtful whether even 
the threats of destroying their capital would influence the Daimios, and 
certainly even if carried into effect would not conduce to the establishment 
of peaceful relations at a future time. But except with our fleet, it is 
not easy to discover how we can inflict punishment on the Japanese. If 
it should be deemed expedient to carry war into the interior of 
the Japanese islands, an expedition would be required of whose magnitude 
it is not easy to form an adequate notion. From the skill which the re- 
tainers of Prince Satsuma evinced in serving batteries, it is not improbable 
that the same skill would be manifested in conducting operations against 
land forces. It is incontestable that the Daimios can, by co-operation, 
bring into the ficld most numerous and well-appointed armies, and to sub- 
due those armies it would be necessary for us to prosecute the war on a 

extensive scale, Cui bono? the public will natarally inquire. ‘Ihe 
reply is, the necessity of protecting British interests in Japan. The 
Japanese for several centuries totally excluded foreigners from their em- 
pire, and refused to trade with the rest of the world. But some years 
since this rule was broken through in favour of the Americans, and sub- 
sequently in our own. Then followed the treaty which was concluded by 
Lord Elgin, and which, as was supposed at the time, established our com- 
mercial connection with Japan on a satisfactory basis, But that treaty, 
though entered into by the Tycoon, and approved of by many of the in- 
fluential Daimios, excited the bitter resentment of the remainder. Then 
succeeded the long series of outrages on English residents in Japan which 
culminated in the attack on the British Embassy. No alternative was left 
to us but to demand reparation or discontinue protecting our interests in 
Japan, and therefore neces-itate the withdrawal of every British merchant. 
‘As the latter course obviously could not be adopted, the alternative was 
only nominal, and we were obliged to have recourse to force to secure 
compliance with our demands. The punishment inflicted upon Prince 
Satsuma has been s0 signal and severe that when he and his brother 
Daimios see how little is to be gained and how much is to be lost by pro- 
voking our enmity, they will doubtless acknowledge the expediency of 
rmitting English merchants to pursue their avocations in the city of 
japan unmolested by their savage retainers. If they will not now admit 
themselves convinced, we must only continue in our present course until 
we have carried conviction to their minds.

It may be very difficult for a great commercial nation, governing a wide 
range of colonies, to keep its hands free from all interference in foreign 
quarrels, or to stand aloof from apparently profitable political relations. 
‘The very forbearance we have shown in the American war, our extreme 
caution in the contention of the Poles with Russia, and, indeed, the whole 
tenor of that neutral policy which, though weakly maintained by Whig 
statesmen, has become a tradition of our Government, is sufficient proof 
that such a quiet and careful course is possible. We do not say that Lord 
Elgin had not good reasons for entering into negotiations with the Japanese 
authorities, and originating a treaty seemingly much to our advantage. 
But it must now be admitted that a conclusion was come to without 
sufficient inquiry or any certain knowledge of the internal organisation and 
political institutions of the people we were to deal with. Beyondall doubt 
too much was made of that compact at first. It was heralded in England 
by a leading contemporary, and other journals, as about to open a source 
of unbounded wealth, and of indefinite commercial relations between 
Englishmen and a wealthy, an enterprising, and ingenious people, hereto- 
fore strangers to us. We remember at the time that we conselled a little 
moderation in the sudden fit of enthusiasm, We had grave suspicions 
that neither the treaty with China nor that with Japan would turn out 
satisfactorily, or be of essential benefit to our manufacturing interests and 
commerce. Subsequent events have amply justified our caution. The 
only notable profit derived up to the present from our relations with Japan 
has accrued to a body of speculators whom the British mercantile world is 
not willing to acknowledge. The scandalous transactions in Jedo, carried 
on by certain Jews and others, in order to induce the natives to part with 
their gold, which happened to be at a cheap market price in the islands, 
are too well known, and have been too widely condemned to need ree 
tulation. These dealings at the outset disgusted the Japanese with 
foreigners, and subsequent events did not much help to engender friendly 
feelings. Then it was that Lord Elgin and others began to perceive the 
nugatory character of all our negotiations. 

he Tycoon, indeed, was in our favour, or appeared to be so. But his 
authority’ docs not in reality go for much among the mass of the people. 
The thirty millions who compose the population of the Japanese islands 
own a higher sway. The Mikado, or Spiritual Emperor, has most influence 
and authority over them. The Daimios, or great nobles, are almost to a 
man of his party. ‘Fhe temporal commander, indeed, has also his special 
following. ‘The Saimios—a description of knights or inferior nobility— 
he may count as among his retainers, The more enterprising and for- 
ward of the middle classes, and perhaps the entire body of merchants, and 
of those whose interest or business depends on their intercourse with foreign 
nations, may belong to his party. Hatitis only too evident now that the 
whole exclusive feeling, the utter contempt and dislike of forcigrers, is a 
deep and settled passion in the nation, and cannot be changed or mitigated 





























This was not sucienily considered by Lord 
Elgin and the Government that acted with him. ie mass of the 
capable of understanding the treaty regard it detestation, 
Daimios from time to time have not been slow to manifest their hatred of 
the European connection. To their hostility we owe the attack on the 
British Embassy, in which Mr. Oliphant nearly lost his life. It was a 
foremost marr of their order, Prince Satsuma, who, with his retainers, way- 
laid and murdered Mr. Richardson. It is true that the $440,000, de- 
manded asa fine by our Government for this act of atrocity, have been 
paid by the Tycoon, after some powerful persuasives had been used; but 
we have not learnt that the apology stipulated for has been tendered, or 
the destruction of the legation buildings at the Goten-yama, near Yedo, 
atoned for, or that the murderers of Mr. Richardson have yet been 
executed. The Mikado and his nobles, it is but too clear, are deeply in- 
censed against all foreigners, and he has given positive orders for their 
expulsion from his terriiory. Even the Consul-General of Holland bas 
been ordered to quit the empire, taking his Dutch fellow-subjects with 
him, As we are all aware, more violent demonstrations than these ordin- 
ances of the Government were made against the European authorities. 
Dutch, American, French, and English ships had been fired into at 
the date of our former intelligence in the narrow Strait of Simonosaki,

unprovoked assaults very naturally led to formidable and effectual repri- 
cals. Bat we have now a brief telegraphic communication bringing 
intelligence from Shanghai down to the 4th ult. ‘This informs us that 
Admiral Kuper has besieged and destroyed the important city of Kago~- 
sima, which lies to the south-west of the Island of Keasew. This is in 
the territory of Prince Satsuma. The admiral, it appears, first tried ne~ 
gotiation and remonstrance. But, as might have been expected, these 
proved a failure, He had then only one course to pursue. The infor- 
mation communicated by the telegram is but meagre, but the mention of 
iz of the town imply a hotly-contested victory. 
however, we must regard as complete, for the fleet had sailed back 
former station at Yokohama, No full list of casualties is given, but 
it is painful to have to record that two superior naval officers have fallen 
in this miserable and unworthy contention. It is plain, indeed, that we 
are committed to a war which will cause a large expenditure of treasure, 
which has already cost us the blood of brave men, and which will only 
have too fortunate an issue if the Mikado, the Tycoon, the nobles, supe- 
rior and inferior, and the natives, shall be brought to yield willingly to 
the force of treaties or the practice of the amenities and decencies of civi- 
lised life. Three of Prince Satsuma’s steamers, we are told, were sunk, 
and no doubt the chastisement inflicted on this haughty and sanguinary 
Daimio was as ample as the provocation was cruel and treacherous. To 
aid us in any further contest, there is still probably a fierce internal struggle 
going on in the heart of the empire. The Mikado and Tycoon are at war. 
The latter, we were told in a previous communication, had availed himself 
of European support in ships and in troops. It is possible that he will 
persevere in his resolution to observe the conventions formally entered 
into with foreign Governments. But the Spiritual Emperor hasa na- 
merous population, the whole religious and patriotic sentiment of the is- 
lands, and the powerful aid and authority of the Daimios to back him, 
So that the contest, as regards the Temporal Sovereign, may be one of 
long continuance, and not easily decided by a European and American 
alliance and co-operation.

Rather more than two months ago, while we were getting in a splendid 
harvest, and thinking of anything but battle and bloodshed, 
ment was proceeding on the other side of the globe, the t 
have just reached us. Her Majesty's fleet in the Japanese waters was 
fighting, “hammer and tongs,” with the forts of Prince Satsuma; the 
quarters of a populous city were blazing ; palaces, factories, and arsenals 
were being levelled with the dust; and, worst of all, the officers and men 
of our squadron were falling thick and fast in this dispute with a barbarian. 
It isa curious function to have to criticise such a telescopic war. The 
losses and gains of it are so long past before we get a chance of balancing 
them, that, for any purpose which grave consideration can serve, we might 
as well examine the particulars of Cesar’s campaign in Gaul, or debate 
the Wars of the Roses, In this respect, the enormous empire which obeys 
the sceptre of Victoria has come to be like the ‘* Rakshi” of Hindoo my- 
thology. He was so vast and immeasurable, this giant of the ancient 
times, that when one of his hundred hands was cut off, it took many moons 
before he heard of it. It takes some, if not many, to communicate to the 
centre of the British empire the news that its extremities are at war. We 
have a campaign going on in New Zealand, and another now in Japan— 
concerning either of which the swiftest steamship and the most energetic 
telegraph clerk cannot give us breathless particulars by the electric wire 
under sixty-four days—the fifth ofa year! It is impossible to speak of 
such wars in the tense of present time; they are fouglit and won, or lost, 
as the case may be, before we know of them; they are history, and stale 
history too, hefore we get tidings of them ; and public opinion, which is 
supposed to exercise a universal and salutary influence everywhere, is half 
a year old before the belligerents gather what we think of them and their 
doings, Prince Satsuma, for example, whose paternal residences we have 
been knocking about his ears, may by this time be our very good friend; 
so that to rejoice at his discomfiture would seem the worst conceivable 
taste. Or he may have committed “ happy despatch ” ina frenzy of * dai 
mionic” patriotism, bequeathing Japan immortal hostility towards the 
foreign devils. There is nothing to do in the matter, except to treat it as 
so much simple history: we are citcumstanced towards it exactly like the 
spirits in Dante who had a past and a future, but no present; and if the 
necessity is novel and embarrassing, it is the price we must pay for fighting 
antipodean campaigns—wars turned Sopa ‘ 

It seems, then, that all negotiations being hopeless as regarded satisface 
tion for the death of Mr. Lennox Ricbardson, the English fleet proceeded 
“last summer® to take justice into their own hands. We, as “ posterity, 
have no fault to find with the determination in such a case to burn Prince 
Satsuma's city down, and blow up his forts. His father was implicated 
in the murder of our fellow-subject, and he himself, among the eighteen 
“ Daimios,” was foremost in insoleatly refusing our de 33 80 that as 
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an accomplice after, if not’ before the fact, he has been deservedly 
punished. | We could wish, however, that the administration of justice had 
Not cost quite so much, It seems that our fleet took up its station opposite 
his city of Kagosima on the 15th of August, and was immediately opened 
upon by two Japanese batteries. The ships returned the fire, and by 
dusk Kagosima was in flames in several places. Late in the night, “the 
whole town” is reported on fire, and “three forts silenced ;” but, per 
contra, we get alist of eleven Englishmen killed, including two captains, and 
thirty-nine wounded. The next day's news is our latest ; we learn that 
“the city is in a mass of ruins— palace, factories, arsenal,” and that “ three 
steamers of Satsuma are destroyed.” But—again a disquieting but —‘+ the 
fleet stood out,” itis telegraphed, ‘engaging the whole of the batteries.” 
Like Cleopatra, “we do not like this but,” nor do we like the last sentence 
of the telegram, which is ominously complimentary to the Japanese 
artillerists, "“ The shore batteries are reported to have been well served.” 
Reported! If punishing barbarians at long range is to cost us a whole 
gunboat’s crew, the doubt arises whether Sir William Armstrong would 
call them barbarians. Did the flect “stand out"—that is, as we construe 
it, sail out of the bay—leaving the unsilenced batteries in full play upon 
it? Wasno party landed to make afinish of the Japanese nobleman’s pride, 
and to place the flag of England upon the palace of the titled murderer of one 
Of its citizens? We wait with some uneasiness for fuller accounts to en 
lighten us upon these points ; for, as they stand, it looks as if in seeking 
for a Daimio we had “caught a Tartar” instead. It is true that the city 
was burnt, and that the telegram reports it “ one mass of ruins.” But we 
must translate this high-sounding intelligence into Japanere, and then it 
only means that a wilderness of mud-cottages, with bamboo mats for 
sides and doors, paper windows, and tiled roofs, has been bombarded into 
the dust from which it sprang, and from which it can be raised again before 
the fleet gets back to port. The sum total of the news as it stands is this, 
that we have destroyed Prince Satsuma’s palace. some of his forts, with 
three of his little steamers, ul a cost of ciety killed and wounded, and what 
we trust may not turn out a retreat of the British squadron; we must re. 
eat our conviction, therefore, that justice is very dear indced in Japan. 
Nevertheless, this was undoubtedly the right, aa it was the only course, 
for the authorities to take. The assassination of Nr. Richardson could 
not be left unpunished, and yet it would have been most unfair to involve 
the Tycoon and the Japanese people in a war which, if they possessed 
the wish, they had none of the means to prevent. The ‘“ Daimios” are 
all-powerful, and they refused us eatisfaction or compensation. It is upon 
them, a potent faction of the country, but not the country, that we have 
levied war; and the course thus taken goes far to reconcile us to its 
outbreak, and was, indeed, that which we counselled at the first tidings of 
a difficulty. Our only regret is, that the blow appears to have fallen some- 
what short, and to have sorely jarred the arms that struck it. If enough, 
however, has been done- id we should hardly think the Euryalus would 
steam away with her captain's dead body on board, and leave much re- 
maining to do—the effect will be very salutary. The power of these 
Oriental oligarchs will have been shaken in the defeat and ruin of the 
Proudest of their number, and, as Prince Satsuma has many other posses- 
sions quite as accessible at Kagosima, he is likely, if he has survived, to 
eat humble pie, and to recommend that sour dish to his brother Daimios, 
‘The pro-foreign party would in that case gain influence, and our treaty- 
rights would stand in the way to be respected. Indeed, a0 fragile, so like 
their own houses of porcelain and paper, is the constitution of these 
Eastern societies, that a rude push such as this may bring it all down in 
shards and tatters, and repeat in Japan the revolution which is progressing 
in China. But we must not forget that these contingencies have been 
long ago settled one way or another—we are writing of the past in a 
future tense—it is all over before we know more than the beginning of 
it; and, instead of having for his motto, What will be, will be,” the 
Foreign Secretary of an empire which fights at once in Japan, China, 
and New Zealand ought to bear for his badge, “ What will be, has been.”

‘The news from Japan up to this moment would have been meagre if it 
had not conveyed to us the melancholy intelligence of the serious loss of 
life which attended Admiral Kupcr’s attack upon the stronghold of the 
chieftain who had presumed to commit a wanton outrage upon the power 
of England. Eleven killed and thirty-nine wounded make up a serious 
list, and the circumstances goes far to prove that the Japanese are enemies 
not to be lightly held. We shall wait for more detailed accounts before 
passing a positive opinion on the judgment displayed in taking the ships 
into action against an enemy of whose force we were apparently ignorant. 
That our victory was not a complete one may be gathered from the fact 
that our ships retired while some of the foris were still in a position to 
continue the engagement.

THE CIVIL WAR IN CHINA.

‘The merit of recognising the Chinese insurgents as beliigerents, 
entitled to equality of consideration, belongs to an American, Until the 
secession of Colonel Burgevine the Imperialists had a monopoly of this 
tpecies of support ; but the defection of so skilful an officer to the side of 
the rebels has given an example the importance of which it would be 
difficult to overrate. It is true that the precedent has been denounced, 
that the man himself has been proclaimed as a traitor, and that a price has 
been set on his head by the Imperial authorities. It appears, also, that the 
American Consul coudemns the act, and that he would lend his aid to the 
transportation of the offender; but all this is unlikely to weigh 
against the obvious temptations which a competition for such services 
will produce. At no time, perhaps, in the history of Europe, was there a 
larger mass of soldiership atloatand available than at present. The Polish 
insurrection and the American civil war have absorbed much of it, but 
enough remains to impart an entirely new character to the rebellion in 
China if it should really be attracted in that direction. An infinite popu- 
lation, an immeasurable territory, and a chaos of strife furnish elements 
which a military adventurer would readily turn to account. ‘The Consuls 
of all nations’ in China have protested against proceedings so sub- 








yenes of recent it views and boy but there lies the carcass, and 
it_ will ard fo prevent the eagles from thering together, 
We hare uo desire to sce China pass ireagt the eral viages of tranal- 
tion into the condition of a European dependency, even though we should 
be its sovereigns. We should regret to see it partitioned or divided, or 
subjected to any other Government than that which seems best adapted to 
its people. We donot think that any prospect is so promising for the 
Chinese as that of a restoration of the Imperial authority, and we were in 
hopes that the aid of Europeans would be coutributed to this end alone. 
It was with these views thet we advocated the expedition of Captain 
Osborn, whose squadron will soon be at the service of the Emperor 
in the re-establishment of order. No consummatign could be so useful 
or eo creditable to us as that. If the civil wars of China, already sufi- 
ciently destructive, are to be prolonged and aggravated by the indiscriminate 
alliances of Europeans, we can sce no end to the agonies of the Empire. 
‘The rebels are already a match for the Imperialist. The weight of Euro- 

‘an skill thrown into the scale of the latter would decide the struggle, but if 
Goth scales are’ to he weighed equally the contest will only be reu 
more sanguinary and hopeless than before. Looking, however, at the 
state of the world, it is impossible to say that such a contingency is out of 
the question, If the Taipings bid high, as no doubt they will, for service 
ofthis kind, it is but too likely that they will get what they want, and then 
we shall see the beginning of an end beyond reach of conjeo- 
ture. In the meantime Judie, with its new plantajons of tea, 
and its natural productiven2ss developed by British capital and en- 
terprise, may supplant China in a trade which for nearly two centuries 
has been enriching it, The day may come, and perhaps shortly, 
when at least half of the tea consumed in England will be drawo 
from the slopes of the Himalayas, while the Flowery Empire is languishing 
under the ravages of interminable strife. With the natural course of a 
trade we cannot interfere, but nothing can conduce more certainly to our 
interests than that a nation numbering its hundreds of millions of indus- 
trious people shculd be restored to the pursuits of peace. Tn uo capacity 
can the Chinese do us so much good asin the capacity of customers. We 
want to buy from them and sell to them according to our respective 
demands, and nothing more, _A short time ago it seemed not improbable 
that an amount of support which would have cost us nothing would have 
enabled the Chinese Government to put a stop to bloodshed and re-establish 
tranquillity. That prospect, we are concerned to say, secms now more 
remote.”

Among those whose studies have been directed to the commercial and . 
political interests which connect China with the British Kingdom, there 
prevails just now no little anxiety as to the nature of our relationswith the 
people and Government of thai wonderful empire. {t is no long time 
since that, at some cost and considerable inconvenience, we concluded a 
peace with the Government ; yet, by an inconsistency that has no parallel 
we know of, a very intimate alliance has left us with a war on our hands 








waged about a hundred millions of its subjects. The war, it is true, 
is but a “little one,” and is costing us as few men and as little money as 
| it is bringing us little profit or small glory. A war, however, it is, and 





though not involved in it ostensibly as a nation, it is by no means clear 
that it may not shortly assume very different proportions, and bring on us 
a wholly new class of complications. ‘The people we are lending our help 
to subdue as rebels are more numerous than the inhabitants of France, 
Austria, and Prussia united, and there is no certainty that by the time we 
have made them thoroughly hostile they may not have reached an organi- 
sation and power which might convert our little war into a great one, 
without making it, therefore, a safe one. Our recent news gives rather 
less than more promise of an early termination of a rebellion which has 
existed in formidable proportions during fifteen years, and is now in pos- 
session of some of the richest cities and fairest provinces of the “ Flower 
Empire.” A power which holds sway over more than a hundred millions 
of people, as the result of so long a contest, is less a revolt than a second 
Government, and our speculations as to the future awaiting the vast terri- 
tory, which numbers among its inhabitants nearly a third of the human 
race, must necessarily have the uncertainty about them that belongs to a 
limited knowledge of the genius of their people and the tendencies of 
their institutions. Hitherto the failings, whatever they have been, of the 
‘Taipings, have arisen less from any opposition they have received from 
the Government they were resisting than from the ‘extreme licence that 
has marked their moral and social principles, and from the frightful 
mixture of anarchy and despotism which has characterised their ad- 
ministration. 

The thirty millions of Chinese which represent the camage already 
effected by this extraordi il war, leaving both parties pretty nearly 
where they were some dozen years ago, stand before us in numbers the 
gigantic prototype, in character the Liliputian eompanion-piece, of what 
is going on in America, and show that while the principle of cohesion is 
gone which bound a whole people to a Central Government, the reparative 
power which should enable the central Government to conquer the weak- 
ness, is at least as much in defect. The rebellion, like the man with one 
eye, has been something, because presenting itself under a Government of 
the blind, and has, what the Government has not, a principle of nationality 
at its base which makes up for that want of organising power which has 
otherwise characterised it. Its true danger is best shown by the fact that 
the disgusting licence and pitiable administrative imbecility which have 
been depopulating provinces, destroying cities, and disorganising immense 
masses of population, have not prevented its holding its own so long over 
a large division of the territory. Despite the aid which the naval and 
military forces of France and England have been giving the Imperial Go- 
vernment since the signing of the peace in October, 1860, we fail to per- 
ceive any corresponding change in the position of the two sides. The in- 
troduction, too, into the Imperial service of the element of Farapesn free 
lances, of an English built navy, and of Chinese corps under European 
officers, has been nearly equally fruitless, The contingent, indeed, or- 
ganised a year or two ago by an American adventurer, and on which 
such large expectations were founded, is now offerins an element 
of danger whose consequences it is difficult to estimate. ‘The force origi« 
nated im some arrangement between the late Colonel Ward, who was

‘With the prospect of booty offered by the Taiping operations there is 
some danger that the unprincipled European adventurers who hang about 
the Chinese coasts ir the neighbourhood will hasten to join Burgevine’s 
army. Already there are fears that the influences of that chieftain may 
detach from the force of Major Gordon, who is operating against the rebels, 
‘a considerable part of his followers. Our correspondent ‘« Kathay ” an- 
nounces that the rich and populous city of Soochow, which forms the 
head-quarters of Burgevine, is to form one of the earliest objects of attack 
of the Anglo-Chinese army, but expresses his opinion that no foree the 
Imperial Government can bring against the place bas a chance against 
such a defence as Burgerine will be able to make. ‘The Taipings offer 
better elements for an army than their opponents. They have the greater 
courage arising out of an adventurous life, and the higher discipline, skill, 
and confidence taught by the experience and succeses of a long series of 
campaigning. What they have chiefly wanted have been the resources 
‘and organisation given by European enlightenment, and the first victory 
won under the direction of the American leader may give hima controlling 
influence in the whole Taiping movement. Our position as a nation in 
reference to the rebellion may thus undergo a change from day to day 
which will demand from us a reconsideration of the policy we have 
been pursuing in that empire. It is difficult to quarrel with the prudence 
which has been protecting the two depots of our commerce, Shanghai 
and Ningpo, with a range of some thirty miles round them, from the in- 
cursions of the rebel hordes; but the assistance of our fleets has at times 
extended further, and it is impossible to say how far, with the growing 
power of the gs, we may not be s00n called upon to repel aggres- 
‘sions which will ask operations altogether out of keeping with this mode- 
rate policy. Since Mr. Layard told his constituents in Southwark that 
the ministerial policy in ‘China was one of non-interference, the proceed- 
ings of Admiral Hope and General Staveley have furnished commentaries 
on the assurance which show how difficult is any such policy while our 
fleet and regiments are holding possession of the disputed territory, and 
our fear is, that in the growing complications arising out of so ambiguous 
8 position, we shall have speedily to decide on either meeting the Taipings 
‘as national enemies, or leaving to them the territories that our forces have 
alone prevented them from occupying. 































SUPPLY OF ARMS TO CHINA. 


(EXAMINER. ) 

By the China mail, which arrived cn the 15th, we find that the Govern- 
ment of India has issued an order prohibiting the sale and export of arms 
from the settlements in the Straits of Malacca to all countries and all 
parties, saving the Emperor of China. This is a blundering and 
eccentric piece of legislation, to which there is, we believe, no parallel in 
our commercial legislation, The trade in arms, more especially from 
Singapore, now a great emporium, has been carried on prosperously for 
close on halfa century, and this order puts a stop to it at once, except 
under licence for the arsenals of his Imperial Majesty of China, The 
trade had been carried on chiefly with Siam, with Cochin- China, with the 
islands of Bo: Sumatra, and Celebes, and but to a small extent with 
China, All this branch of trade is, in fact, knocked on the head. To 
show the blundering character of the order, gunpowder, the very article 
which the Chinese rebels are well known to stand most in need of, for 
they are well supplied with arms, is left out. The Taipi 
are a great nuisance, and have no belligerent rights, and it was our duty 
to our ally, the Emperor, to see British subjects did not supply them ; 
but it would have been quite sufficient to have prohibited their exportation 
to the ports of China from which the rebels might have been supplied, or 
even to all China, without issuing a proclamation of such comprehension 
as that to which we are alluding, not to say that it is of very doubtful 
legality and in direct opposition to the policy we are pursuing with belli- 
gerents at home. Singapore is a mere place of deposit, the packages 
not being even opened there. It is the merchants and manufacturers of 
Birmingham who are chiefly concerned, and we doubt not that their voices 
will be soon heard at. the Foreign-office.—[ Our contemporary did 
not “ examine” his files from Singapore, or he would have found that the 
Governor had confined the restriction to China only.]—Ep. 
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The last two vesscls despatched for the China station have 
been unfortunate, and {returned for repairs to Plymouth. 
The Scylla had been in contact with the Duke of Wellington, 
from Ceylon to London, and received various damages in bul- 
warks, rigging, &c.

Her Majesty's armour-plated screw steam ram vessel Valiant, of 94 
guns and 800-horse power engines, was launched in a most successful 
manner on the Thames in the presence of many thousands of spectators. 

Messrs. Dudgeon have been commissioned by the Admiralty to build 
a vessel on the twin-serew system, which isto be 50 feet in length, 11 feet 
in beam, and is to draw 7 feet. This little, but we trust useful, craft is 
intended for service at the Island of Ascension.

THE LATE CAPTAIN JO8LING AND COMMANDER WILMOT. 

The following is an epitome of the services of the above officers of 
Her Majesty's ship Euryalus, 85 guns, and flag-sbip of Vice-Admiral 
Kuper, C.B., who lost their lives in the attack on Kagosima, Japan, 

‘aptain John James Stephen ‘Josling was only thirty-seven years of 
age, and entered the navy over twenty-three years ago, nineteen years and 
nine months of which bad been devoted to active sea-sevice. He was 
acting-licutenant of the Scout, 14, Commander Loring, in the East 
Indies, in 1847, and senior of the Thetis, 88, Captain Ru r, C.B., in 
the Pacific, from July, 1850, to the spring of 1854, when he joined the 
Eurydice, 26, Captain Ommanney, in the White Sea, and remained in 
her until promoted to commander, November 2, 1854. As commander 
he served in the James Watt, 91, at Devonport, from May, 856, until 
June, 1857; in the Princess Royal, 91, in the Mediterranean, from Feb., 
1858, until Dec., 1859, when he joined the Queen, 86, and again served 
on the same station until advanced to post rank. 

Commander Edward Wilmot was in his 90th year, and entered the 
navy in 1845, He was mate of the Prince Regeni, 90, employed on par- 
ticular service, from June, 1852, until the spring of 1853, when he was 
appointed to the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert, and remained in her 
until the following September, when his captain, Lord Adolphus Fitz- 
clarence, G.C.H., obtained flag rank. He was advanced to the rank of 
lieutenant, September 26, 1833, and after a few months’ employment in 
the Excellent, gunnery sip Portsmouth, joined the Royal Albert, 121, 
flag ship of Vice- Admiral Lord Lyons, @.C.B., &c., June 24, 1854, and 
was employed in the Mediterranean until August, 1858. He was lieu. 
tenant of the Indus, 78, flag ship of Vice-Admiral Sir Houston Stewart, 
K.C.B, on the North American and West India station, from November, 
1858, until the spring of 1859, and was flag-lieutenant to Rear- Admiral 
George Rodney ‘Mundy, C.B., in the Hannibal (89), in the Mediterranean, 
froma May, 1859, until advanced to the rank of commander, Dec. 24, 
1861. As commander he served in the Agamemnon, 89, on the North 
American and West India station, from January, 1962, until paid off in 
October following. 
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Messrs. Nisbet and Co. have published A Narrative of the 
Conversion of a Chinese Physician, to which are added incidents 
in his subsequent career ; a work compiled by the Rev. Hesry 
Mouzs, from Journals and Letters of the Rev. W. A. Russell,

exhibits in a singularly clear light the engrafting of Christianity 
on the Chinese mind.

Practices and Superstitions of the Annamites; a memoir of 
Marco Polo, the Venetian traveller to Tartary and China ; and 
documents concerning the present state of affairs in Japan in 
relation to European Powers.

‘At the meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation, held on 
the 22nd inst., the accounts stated the net profit for the half- 
year ending June last at £111,727, An ad/interim dividend of 
35s. per share, or at the rate of seven per cent., was declared 
for the half-year, free of income-tax, The chairman, Mr. H. 
G. Gordon, remarked that at this period of the year, which 
hardly embraced the operations of six months, the directors do 
not present any general report or audited statement of accounts, 
They trust, however, that when they meet in April, they will 
be able to submit to the shareholders such a statement, and to 
declare such a dividend, as will afford fresh evidence of the 
continued prosperity of the corporation. 

The issue of new shares of the Mercantile Bank was lately 
noticed. A circular has been forwarded to the shareholders, noti- 
fying an issue of 10,000 new shares, at a premium of £10 per 
share.

Mr. Macculloch, formerly 
manager of the Agra and United Service Bauk, Bombay, is the 
London agent. 

The biddings for £300,000 in bills on India took place at the 
Bank of England. ‘The proportions allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£160,000 ; to Bombay, £120,000; and to Madras, £20,000. 
The minimum price declared was, as before, 1s. 114d. per 
rupee on Calcutta and Madras, and 1s, 113d, on Bombay.

Under the head of “ miscellaneous 
dry goods,” the totals aro £450,000, ogainst £375,000 in

wality. They found at first a slow sale at from 2s, 4d. to 28. 7d. per 
Ib., with one chop at 2s. 2d. per lb. Further arrivals of these kinds 
ex Challenger fully confirm the favourable opinion as to quality, 
and sales of these have been made from 23, 4d. to 2s, Gd. per 
Ib,, the latter prices for the chod “Hop Fat.” A large portion of the 
higher priced oncs have been taken for export to Russia. Low dusty 
to good common kinds have only been in moderate demand, Fair 
flavoury kinds of old Import have not met with much inquiry, but the few 
sales have been at former prices, Fair to good Ho-Hows and Ning- 
Chows, also second-class Honams, Wopaks, and Monings of old Import 
have been more inquired for, and prices are fully 4d, per Ib. dearer, Good 
and fine Kaisows of old Import show no alteration. There has been a 
limited demand for old seasons fine Monings and Wopaks at former prices. 
Medium Kaisow kinds of new season have been difficult of sale ; good to 
fine have been taken largely ; at one time prices showed Id. per Ib. reduc- 
tion, but the last few days they have been in demand at an advance of 1d. 
to 14d. per Ib. from the lowest points. Finest, being scarce, are fully sup- 
ted. | Tayshans show no change. Fair to good Oolongs have been 
avy of sale at the low prices current, but fine are in fair request. 
Flowery Pekoes and Souchongs show no material change. Common 
to fair ‘Scented Capers remain dull of sale at former prices; good and 
fine, both of Canton and Foo-Chow makes, are wanted, In Scented 
Orange Pekoes there is no aiteration to notice; fine, being rather 
scarce, command full rates. Uncoloured Japans have sold steadily at 
former prices. Indian Teas have sold readily at public sale, fine 
ques showing an advance in price of Id. to 2d, per Ib. In Green 

‘eas, in the absence of fresh arrivals of magnitude, business has been 
limited, but the demard continues good for all the fair to fine country 
Kinds at fully former prices. Japan kinds have sold rather higher, the 
quality of some of those ex “ Dunmore” shows an improvement on former 
Importations. Canton Young Hysons continue without demand at low 
rates. Common to fair Gunpowders are ditlicult of sale, but good to fine 
at 1s, 4d. per Ib. upwards, comman:! a ready sale at full prices. The 
Public sales of the 8th concluded without alteration, The Indian Teas 
on the 18th comprised 2,579 packages, of which 2,160 packages were sold. 
‘The full prices that have been realised under the continuous large supplies 
brought to sale are still a subject of remark, and are rightly accepted as one 
of the fruits of a reduction in duty. ‘The trade is, indeed, steadily under- 
going a most healthy change, and, in consequence of the certainty of no 

severe reduction in price at sales without reserve, merchants and 
dealers are encouraged to aropt that mode of sale as the most satisfactory 
and prompt way of disposing of their goods; and even wholesale dealers 
fee that a time has come fur the abandonment of the old system of heavy 
stocks, and begin to sell their remnants at auction instead of retaining 
them, as hitherto the custom, until slowly disposed of over a space of one 
andeven two years. The new system of sale by auction is one which 
must also exercise a favourable influence upon the private purchases of 
the larger houses, and tend to lower market value, or to establish 
Prices on a secure basis. Such changes are but consequences 
of a larger and more active trade and greater competition, which 
lessen Tates of profit, enforce more attention to purchases, and greater 
economy in trade charges, such as interest on death stock ; indeed, similar 
changes have always accompanied reductions in duty. ‘The obsolete system 
oftesting the market by advertisements of teas never intended to be sold is 
now, also, we sincerely trust, at an end, So clearly, indeed, is this system 
now understood, that sales not printed without reserve are seldom sampled 
or tasted, while every care is devoted to those clearly stated as to be sold. 
‘Tho no less objectionable plan still adopted by brokers of sending unpriced
